SOME OF THE VICTIMS 
BURNED WHILE ASLEEP 


,Clinging to Blazing Ropes Which 
Would Soon Part, Many Were 
Rescued by Tugs Which 
Hastened to the 
Scene. 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 14.—Five men 
were burned to death, four were drowned, 
one, and possibly four, suffocated, and 
éeveral injured as the result of a fire 
‘which destroyed a temporary water 
works crib, two miles off the Cleveland 
harbor, early today. 

The dead, so far as known: 

Arthur Hasty, drowned; body re- 
covered. 

Mark Snyder, drowned. 

Arthur Hastings, burned. 

Plummer Jones, suffocated. 

John Martine, drowned. 

John Kowolsky, drowned; body re- 
covered. 

' Four unidentified men burned. 
The injured so far as known: 
John Leese, probably a broken 

back; fatal.

When the flames broke out 26 men took 
refuge in the water on floating pieces of 
|wreckage. Four of them lost their hold 
‘upon their frail floats and sank just as 
help reached their comrades. 


Picked Up Eighteen Survivors. 


| The crew of the tug J. P. Sprankle 
heard the fire whistle blown from the 
lerib and raced to the scene from the har- 
| bor. She picked up 18 of the survivors 
who had drifted to the west of the crib 
}on their floats of boards and- wreckage. 
fe Van Deusen and three of his 
men were hanging in the water from a 
,2-Inch line suspended from the crib. Just 
|@s the line was burning away above the 
meén’s hands a yaw! boat from the barge 
Wilhelm, manned by two men, dashed 
‘into the vell of heat and smoke that en- 
veloped the crib and rescued the four 
men on the rope at the risk of the boat- 
‘men’s Iives. The men picked up in the 
| water were brought to the city on the 
tug. They were naked, exhausted and 
badly burned. Many of them were cut by 
falling timbers. 

The crib fs a total loss. It was a frame 
bullding 200 by 50 feet, the sides sheathed 
with iron. It contained valuable ma- 
chinery. The crib and machinery were 
the property of QShailer & Schninglau, 
contractors. Their loss will be $200,000. 

Fire and harbor tugs with rescuing par- 
tles on board reached the crib soon after 
the flames broke out, but when they ar- 
rived the structure was a seething mass 
of flames and all hope of saving it was 
abandoned. 

Mer. could be distinguished swimming 
and floating in the water shouting for 
help. Others were clinging to ropes which 
they had hitched or tied to the rafters, 
but the flames were burning the ropes 
away, while the men were stark naked, 
and one by one they were falling into 
‘the lake. 

The tugs circled around the burning 
crib, picking up men from the water and 
meantime playing heavy streams upon 
the flames. 

After an hovwr’s hard work the flames 
were diminished enough so that the 
firemea could climb up the charred steps 
and fight the fire from the interior. Then 
the horror of the calamity was first 
realized. Everything was a total wreck. 
While the firemen were pouring water 
on thse flames there was a roaring fur- 
mace beneath which could not be reach- 
ed. But the firemen clung to their places 
and fought every inch of the way until 
the fire was under control. 


Finding Charred Bodies. 


After two hours of hard work five 
charrcd human bodies were found burned 
beyond recognition. Two were in the 
attitude of prayer. They must have been 
awakened by the fire, but could not 
@escape. They were caught like rats in a 
trap. One body was burned to almost 
motning. All that could be found of it 
were a skull and some bones. The bodies 
of two other men lay close to those that 
were on their knees and it looked as 
though they never knew what happened 
to them. They must have been suffocat- 
ed before the flames reached them. 

As soon as the five bodies were dis- 
covered a tug returned to the harbor at 
once and notified the coroner of the dis- 
covery. While this was going on ways 
and means were being devised to reach 
the men imprisoned in the tunnel, whose 
air supply had apparentiy been shut off 
entirely by the burning of the compress- 
ed air machinery. At times it was 
thought that voices could be heard down 
below and the life-savers and the fire- 
men peered down with ears intent, but 
the sounds ceased again. At the mouth 
of the shaft it. was like a furnace and 
the iron work was red hot from the 
flames. 

Finally, after a deluge of water had 
been thrown on the smoldering shaft en- 
trance, a voice was heard from the bot- 
tom, calling for help. a 

“For God's sake throw -down a rope; 
throw down a rope,”’ a man called.

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Strikers Succeed in Stopping 


More Mills, but the Trust 
Opens Others 


RUMORS OF SETTLEMENT 
ARE BEING CIRCULATED 


Alleged That Both Sides Are Fright- 
ened and Ready To Make Peace. 
President Shaffer Visits 
'W heeling-——Encour- 
ages Strikers. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 14—There were 
victories on both sides of the great steel 
strike today, but they furnished no di- 
rect line on the ultimate result of the 
conflict. The strikers succeeded in finally 
forcing the National Tube works at Mc- 
Keesport, probably the largest individual 
plant in the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, to ffnally close down. On the other 
hand, the steel corporation. reopened the 
big Painter mill in this city, and has also 
resumed operationg with non-union men 
at the Crescent plant of the American 
Tin Plate Company at Cleveland. Two 
mills were on at the Painter plant, al- 
though one of them broke down during 
the day. According to a statement of an 
official, the Crescent plant is moving. 
Thev make tthe fifth and sixth plants 
which the steel corporation has succeeded 
in starting with non-union men, the oth- 
ers being Wellsville, Hyde Park, Clarks 
mill and Lindsay and McCutcheon’s mill. 

There was a great labor demonstration 
at Wheeling today and President Shaffer 
made a stirring appeal to his followers 
to fight on. In an interview before he 
spoke he said that if the western lodges 
6id not heed the final appeal of Assistant 
Secretary Tighe and come out, they would 
be expelled from the Amalgamated as- 
sociation and their offers of financial as- 
sistance spurned. Locally the strike seems 
to drag and interest to flag. Large num. 
bers of the strikers have gone away, 
efther for recreation or to work, and there 
has been scarcely any excitement, much 
less disorder. 

Rumors of a Settlement. 


Rumor aeain todav settled the strike. 
It Was related that President Shaffer 
had acknowledged that he could not win; 
“that tnhe“steel corporation feared that fits 
rivals would profit by an extended strike, 
and that they were going to settle. ‘No 
shadow of confirmation of the story wags 
possible. The general situation is thus 
briefly summarized: 

The spread of the strike at McKeesport 
and Wheeling has brought the number of 
men who obeyed the final strike order to 
about 25,000 and increased the total num- 
ber of men rendered idlé to about 65,000, 
Many of the men drawn into the move- 
ment. willingly or unwillingly, continue 
to accept other employment and the ex- 
act number now idle is a guess. The 
strikers are fully in control at McKees- 
port, Wheeling, New. Castle, Bellaire, 
Mingo Junction and show some strength 
here. The .manufacturers hold South 
Chicago, Bayview, Joliet, Youngstown, 
Columbus, the Kiskiminetas. valley, -the 
tin plant at Monessen and the Carnegie 
group. Of the last named property some 
doubt is expressed as to the lower unton 
mil! in Pittsburg. Some men have left 
their places there and the strikers boast 
that thev will close it down. it 1s run- 
ning, however, and the managers say is 
cannot be stopped. Desertions from the 
ranks of the strikers are reported from 
Painter's mill here and the Crescent plant 
at Cleveland, and the managers say that 
it is~only a question of time before’ there 
igs a general break. 

Encouraged by their success in keep- 
ing Monessen going and in opening their 
plant at Cleveland, the officers of the 
American Tin Plate Company are plan- 
ning resumption with non-union men. at 
other points. They will not say where 
their next move will be made, but say 
that it will be made quickly. They made 
the following formal statement to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press to- 


night: 

“As the restilt of the attempt by the 
American Tin Piate Company to start 
its Crescent works at Cleveland in twenty- 
four hours half the mills wére’put In suc- 
cessful operation. manned largely by for- 
mer workmen who have seceded from 
the Amalgamated association, stating 
their belief that the officers of the asso- 
ciation had done wrong in violating their 
written agreement with the company. 
The start at Cleveland having succeeded, 
the company will In a short time, make 
a similar move elsewhere.” 

Shaffer on the Situation. 

President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
association, started on his trip to Whee!l- 
ing at 9:20 o’clock this morning ana 
reached that city shortly before noon. 
He was received by a large crowd, which 
cheered when he appeared on the .car 
steps. The local unfons paraded and es- 
corted him through the town. He made 
the following statement as to the western 
men who refused to strike: 

‘if they do not come out they are non- 
union men. It Is a inystery why they 
did not obey the strike order from the 
start, and the only explanation 1 can 
think of is that given yesterday at Pitts- 
bure bv Mr. Adams, the Illinois deputy, 
who told me the men had wanted an ex- 
tension of time in which to strike. Ad- 
ams says they had been led to believe 
that an extension would be granted. We 
have itnstructed Mr. Tighe to call’ out 
these men at once, and in the event of 
their refusal their charters will be de- 
clared forfeited. I know these men and 
am confident they will now agree to come 
out with us in this fight. The skilled 
men are organized and enough will strike 
to greatly cripple the production of the 
western mills. We may not bring about 
a total suspension, such as is seen here 
in the’ Wheeling district, which, by the 
way, 1s the banner district of the entire 
steel country, but we will do what we an- 
ticipated at the start, or I am greatly 
mistaken in Mr. Tighe’s ability to pre- 
sent the’ matter in its proper light to the 
western men. 

“Taking the strike as a whole we are 
making gains everywhere every day. 
Membership is increasiiQ: at a ripid rai¢® 
and many non-union milis where we have 
never before been able to secure a foot- 
hold are now organized or partially or- 
ganized. Besides those already so or- 
ganized, I know of others that will soon 
take the same action, though, of course, 
I cannot go into details on that score.’’ 


_ Shaffer Speake to Strikere. 
At the meeting at the state fair grounds 


\at Wheeling, President Shaffer said, in 
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Clothing Workers’ union and given as- 
surances that they were with us and 
would extend both moral and financial 
aid. We realize that the glass workers 
are also with*us, together withthe train- 
men, and of course, the coal miners are 

us. want to say to the representa- 
tives: of the vartous trades the Amaiga~- 
mated association needs your moral and 
financial assistance. We do not ask you 
to disobey your own leaders or violate 
the laws of vour organizations. I have 
received letters from many subordinate 
locals of other uniens saying: ‘We will 
stop working, too, if you will say the 
word,’ 

“We don’t want you to do that. Obey 
the directions of your own leaders; see 
that vour laws are preserved inviolate. 
I believe the time is coming in this de- 
fensive movement when, if necessary, 
your leaders will unite with the Amalga- 
mated association to preserve all labor 


organizations from tyranny of the trusts, 


When your leaders say ‘come out,’ there 
will be such a coming out as will make 
Wall street tremble and cause those whom 
we have enriched to tremble behind their 
piled up mililons. 

No Violence Wanted. 

“Let the Amalgamated association so 
deport themselves as to merit the approv- 
al we have already received and win the 
encouragement and support ot church and 
state. What I sey may not be received 
with favor, but right is right. This is a 
time when men’s blood boils with indig- 
nation ahd hands are clenched in anger, 
but this is no time for angry words or 
overt. deeds. 
servance of the law, can win a peaceful 
victory. it will be the grandest achieve- 
ment known to the annals of the world. 
Hence, I ask you to be careful, law-abid- 
ing, but be determined. The trust can- 
not run the mills without you. There is 
not enough skilled labor left to make 
more millions for these men who have 
centralized capital. They have said, 
‘Don’t you dare to imitate our example. 
Well, vou have dared. Now be stead- 
fast and true; don’t yield an inch; stand 
firm in the position you have taken. My 
opinion is that you will win. I know of 
the men who are out now stay out the 
victory is sure and certain. 

“If the mills ever run, you will run 
them. You may as well enjoy a smal] 
vacation and make up your minds that 
when the mills are run again you will run 
them rigtht.’’ é' 

President Shaffer closed with a,plea for 
the admission of negroes to membership 
in the Amalgamated, 

To Camp Troops Near Pittsburg. 


Workmen began today to dismantle the 
Chartiers mill at Carnegie. The a- 
chinery will be taken to Leechburg, where 
the mill will be located. Work on the 
De Wees Wood property at McKeesport 
has been suspended. It is said there is a 
mortgage: of $2,000,000 on the mills, and 
that nothing toward dismantling them 
would be done until some arrangement 
is made as to the mortgage. 

The fact that the annual encampment 
of the Second brigade of the national 
guard of Pennsylvania’ was postponed, 
and that it is to be held at Somerset, 
near Pittsburg, is regarded as significant. 
The encampment begins this week and 
will. last until the Qtter part of ne:§ 
week, and it is thought here that the 
strike had something to do with its post- 
ponement. Within two days the state 
will be in a position to throw troops into 
Pittsburg, McKeesport and New Castle 
within a few hours. The present situa- 
tion, however, does not warrant the call- 
ing out of state troops. 

There was some disorder around the 
Painter and Lindsay and McCutcheon 
mills tonight, and the police had to es- 
cort the non-union workers home. The

MALE PASSENGERS = FLED 


Only a Women and Her Husband 
Remained and They Weré Made 
To Deliver— The Bandit 
First Shot the 
Horses. 


Glens Falls, N. Y., August 14.—News 
was received here tonight that the Blue 
Mountain stage was held up by a masked 
robber about noon today at North river. 
The scene of the hold-up cannot be 
reached by telegraph or telephone tonight 
from this point, but the following facts 
regarding the robbery have been re- 
ceived: 

The stage which was stopped connects 
with a train which reached North Creek, 
Warren county, a station on the Adiron- 
dacks and Hudson railroad, at 10:20 
o'clock a. m. When it left the station to- 
day it contained seven men and one wo- 
man, besides a quantity of express and 
mail matter for Blue Mountain Lake. 
When the stage was one and a half miles 
north of Dunlap’s hotel, at North river, a 
masked robber suddenly appeared. 

His first move was to shoot one of the 
horses. He then ordered the passengers 
to hold up their hands and alight. Six 
of the men immediately took to the 
woods, the remaining man staying with 
his wife, who was relieved of $20, but the 
robber failed to find a larger sum, which 
was in another pocket. 

The/ highwayman then rifled the mat! 
bags and plundered the express packages, 
taking everything of value. He then dis- 
appeared into the woods and searching 
parties up to dark have been unable to 
find any trace of him.

Convention of Pennsylvania Dem- 
ocrals Promises To. Furnish 
Some Lively Scenes, 


RIVAL FACTIONS READY 
T0 FIGHT OUT QUARREL 


Contesting Delegations from Phila- 
delphia Will Appeal to Conven- 
tion—Platform Will Fol- 
low Line Laid by Ohio 
Democrats. 


Harrisburg. Pa., August 14.—The con- 
test between the rival factions of the 
Philadelphia democracy for recognition 
by tomorrow's democratic state conven- 
tion is attracting more than usual atten- 
tion. Both factions have filed complete 
lists of delegates and the leaders of each 
are prepared to defend on the floor of the 
convention their right to admission. Re- 
peated attempts were made today by 
prominent party teaders outside of Phil- 
adelphia to restore: peace between the 
discordant elements, but all their efforts 
were in vain. The list of delegates cer- 
tifled by the regular city committee, and 
known as the Donnelly-Ryan men, has 
been placed on the roll by Chairman 
Creasy. This places the delegates certi- 
fied by the young democracy of Philadc!- 
phia in the position of contestants and 
forces them to take the initiative in the 
convention for recognition. 

Ex-Governor Robert E. Pattison Is 
chairman ofthe city committee and will 
defend the right of the delegates to seats 
on the floor. Ex-Judge James Gay Gor- 
don, of Philadelphia, will be substituted 
as a delegate to represent the young de- 
mocracy. 

There is no contest for places on the 
state ticket, and it is expected that the 
nominations will be quickly made and 
without friction. Judge Harman Yerkes, 
of Doylestown, has no active opposition 
for supreme court judge and his friends 
predict his nomination by accla: ation. 

The nomination for state treasurer 
Fseems to be going a-begging. Captain 
William I'2sson. of Oil City, and Repre- 
sentative Andrew J. Palm, of Meadville, 
were tendered the honor by party leaders, 
and there is a proposition to effect fusion 
with the tndépendent republicans on the 
state ticket by nominating Representative 
E._A. Coray, Jr., of Luzerne, for state 
treasurer. Ht is conceded, however, that 
the nominee for this office will be a 
straight democrat afd one who will not 
consent to withdraw in the event of a 
renewal during the campaign of an at- 
tempt at fusion. 

The platform will be similar to the plat- 
form of thé Ohio democre~--- and will treat 
almost entirely of state issues. The last 
legislature will be condemned for the 
passage of the rapid transit bills and the 
capitol bill. It is exvected that those 
democrats who declined to vote with the 
anti-Quay republicans on the organization 


of the house of representatives will be 
censured.

S SWEEPING 
GULF COAST 


Storm Has Been Raging at: 
Mouth of Mississippi for 
Twenly-Four Hours 


MANY FIELDS OF RICE 
REPORTED UNDER WATER 


People Are Leaving Their Homes 
and There Has Been Loss of Life 
But No Details Have Yet 
Been Recuaved from 
District. 


New Orleans, August 14.—A storm hag 
been raging at the river's mouth for over 
twenty-four hours and the water in the 
river has backed up fully 5 feet. Many 
rice flelds along the lower coast are under 
water and orange lands will be damaged. 
Many people in the section left their 
houses. There is probably some loss of 
life, but no definite reports have reached 
here. Along the Mississippi gulf coast 
wind and water are high, but no damage 
yet reported. 

Captain Sefders, of the steamship Olym- 
pla, which arrived here today, reports: 

“On August 13, p. m., saw a small 
schooner ashore outside of South Pass; 
had three persons on board, who were 
calling for help. The pilots at South Pass 
had made efforts to rescue them but falled 
Owing to the strong gale and high seas.”’ 

At 8 o'clock tonight the wind was blow- 
ing 48 miles an hour at Port Eads. The 
wire to Port Eads has been blown down.

FARMERS ARE HEAVY LOSERS. 


Enormous Damage Done bp Floods 
in Kentucky. 
Middlesboro, Ky., August 14.—Damage 
amounting to thousands of dollars has 
been done in this section, especially to 

the valley farms. 

It has been raining for several days. and 
there are no signs of abatement. A 
large portion of this valfey is inundated. 
A suburb of Middlesboro is under water, 
but the damage is slight. Stonega, Va., 
was visited by a waterspout which com- 
pelled three-fourths of the inhabitants 
to flee for their lives. The damage in 
that section is beyond estimation. Cum- 
berland and Powell rivers are on a ram- 
page, but the damage is not great in the 
higher sections. The farmers in this: 
valley are losers to the amount of several 
hundred dollars, and if the rain con- 
tinues through the night the l@ss will be 
doubled. Similar reports of floods come 
from all parts of the mountain districts. 


RAILROADS ARE IN BAD SHAPE 


Many Bridges Have Gone Down Be- 
fore High Water. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 14.—(Special.)— 
The high water throughout upper east 
Tennessee continues and much damage tis 
being done to railroad and private prop- 
erty. Railroad traffic to and from the 
east Is demoralized. The first mall from 
the east in over twenty-four hours was 
received at 10 o’clock tonight. Passenger 
and freight traffic through Virginia ts 
being diverted through Asheville, N. C., 
to Atlanta. Several sections of roadbed 
are washed out and trestles are in dan- 
ger. P 

Farms along the rivers are being flood- . 
ed and crops which have not been ruined 
by continued dry weather are being ruined 
by water. The rains are general and 
are damaging railroad properties more 
than in the past year. e Tennessee 
river at Knoxville is expected to reach 
30 feet above low water mark within the 
next twenty-four hours. In the east Ten- 
nessee coal mining section stores and 
residences have been flooded and railroad 
tracks washed away. A constant rain, 
with sereval heavy shegvers, Gas fallen 
here today. 


Seven Bridg3s Are Gone. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 14—A spe- 
clal dispatch from Coal Creek, Tenn., 
states that Coal creek is 2 feet higher than 
ever known before. Half the town is in- 
undated, and the people are being forced 
to move to high ground. Seven bridges 
and trestles on the Southern railroad near 
Coal Créek have been washed away. Bix 
houses were washed away near Coal 
Creek. The damage will amount to 
many thousand dollars. No lves are 
reported lost.

Thomasville, Ga., August 14.—(Special.) 
The annual convention of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society was opened 
this morning at 9 o’clock in the court 
house. The attendance is very much 
smaller than was anticipated, only about 
one hundred, instead of the 250 that were 
expected, being present. This is doubt- 
less owing to the refusal of the railroads 
to issue passes. This opinion is confirm- 
ed by the conspicuous absence of dele- 
gates from the more distant counties, es- 
pecially of north Georgia. 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Rev. J. P. Wardlaw, and Mayor J. T. 
Culpepper delivered the welcome address. 
His theme was an euJogy on the noble oc- 
cupation of farming, demonstrating how 
the successful farmer was capable of oc- 
cupying any position within the gift of 
the state, 

“Who knows,” he exclaimed, “but the 
next governor of Georgia will be a far- 
mer!" (Great applause.) 

In extending the hospitality of Thom- 
asville to the society, he concluded: “I 
now deliver to you the keys of the city, 
and I guarantee they will unlock any com- 
bination of hospitality ever invented.” 

Hon. J. J. Connor, of Bartow, responded 
to the welcome address jn place of Colo- 
nel John Waddell, who was absent. In 
his annual address President Brown 
sought to impress upon his audience the 
fact that the object of the society was the 
development of the agricultural and man- 
tfacturing interests of Georgia. He re-

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ing that we had found out “hat ft was better 
to raise corn at 30 cents chan to buy it at 
$1! per bushel, that it-was better to raise pork 
at 3 cents than to buy it at 10 cents per 
pound, I felt and I said, ‘‘in my opinion the 
conditions that confront the farmer are more 
favorable than in many years. The clouds 
have been low and dark and threatening, but 
tehind them some sun is shining.’’ 


In addition to what we had learned, I felt , 


we would learn that it is better to raise our 
own flour than to buy .t, that it is better 
to raise a mule for $40 than to pay $!40 in 
the market. When we do these things, and 
when we furnish our towns and cities with all 
their produce the farmers of Georgia will 
have done their duty. And then we will reap 
the full measure of prosperity to which our 
natural resources entitle us. There were 
those who differed with me when I took a hope- 
ful view of the future. Five years have 
passed. What do we find? That in no five 
yoars during the last thirty-five have the farm- 
ers made such. material progress. Their 
homes show it. the tax returns show it, the 
bank deposits show it, the light in their faces 
shows relief from the long years of anxiety 
which oppressed them. We must continue to 
advance. The work is just begun. To aid 
us in the march of progress, I would present 
some thoughts which will be more elaborately 
and ably presented through others, embracing 
such subjects as will be of value in our de- 
liberations and determining the proper course 
to pursue in order that time may bring us to 
a complete, harmonious and systematical de- 
velopment of all the interests of our common- 
wealth.

Speech of Mr. Merriam.,, 


Mr. President, Members: of the Agricultural 
Society, Ladies and Gentlemen: The school of 
experience is a good teacher, but a hard mas- 
ter, The lessons we learn there are not soon 
forgotten for they are impressed upon our 
minds by the cruel hands of failure. What 
we know about farming today has been learned 
largely through our own and other people’s 
mistakes, and a most costly and unsatisfactory 
method it is. Even though one may learn 
wisdom thereby it Involves humiliation and 
disappointment while the knowledge gained is 
largely of’ a negative character. 

This is experience as it comes to us fn our 
every day work; but there is another kind of 
experience which is. planned beforehand for 
a definite end, This is called experimenting, 
and its object is to teach us by object lessons 
on a small scale-what might otherwise be a 
costly experience. If failure results, the loss 
is small: if success is attained, the knowledge 
gained is just as valuable as though the dem- 
onstration had been made on a hundred acres. 
All that is necessary is a little care and at- 
tention to details. The results are convincing. 
They are a practical demonstration and. carry 
more weight than anything you can possibly 
hear or read of, as 

But probably. you have heard all this before, 
and I do not wish to try your patience by a 
scientific discussion, What I want is to con- 
vince you of the value and necessity of ex- 
perimenting a little on your own account, and 
to this end I will tell you of some experiments 
I tKave tried. 

I had been cultivating sandy soll in Florida 
‘when about ten years ago I moved to Georgia 
and began to buck against the hard, red and 
uneven hills they have up in Fulton county. 
Well, I soon found that my former methods 
of farming would have to undergo a complete 
revolution. I made failure after failure, an4 
by this means learned a good many things 
that I must not do. What I wanted to know, 
however, was what I must do to make larger 
crops. By following the example of my neigh- 
bors I did a great deal better. But I was 
‘not satisfied with what my neighbors were do- 
ing. I began reading everything I could find 
which would apply to my soll and conditions, 
and I began experimenting in a small way. 
I studied the needs of my crop and then I 
experimented to find what my soil required in 
order to supply these needs to the best ad- 
vantage. This I did by applying the three 
principal elements of plant food—ammonia, 
ante pale and potash—singly and _  to- 
gether in rying quantities and combinations, 
and noting the result. By writing to your 
farm paper or the experiment station you can 
obtain a formula by which to compound a 
fertilizer for almost any crop. What you can- 
not do is to obtain a formula which will sult 
your soll as well. 

Land -will vary very greatly even on one 
man’s farm, One field may be rich in potash 
and lacking in the other elements; another field 
may contain an abundance of ammonia for 
ordinary crops, as many of our bottom lands 
do, and still be greatly deficient !n potash. 
Another fleld may give you as good a crop 
with simply acid phosphate alone as it would 
with a complete and expensive fertilizer. 
These are some of the things one may learn 
by a little judicious experimenting. 

Last fall I tried some fertilizer experiments 
‘on wheat. The land was good, It had been 
manured previously for corn. It had a heavy 
péavine stubble on it at the time it was 
broken:for wheat. Part of the land was sub- 
soiled, but this had no appreciable effect on 
the crop. Where 400 pounds of acid phosphate 
was used the yleld. was 29 bushels per acre. 
Where 400 pounds of a fertilizer containing 
10 per cent phosphoric acid and 4 per cent 
potash was applied, I harvested 32 bushels 
per acre. . This shows that potash was neces- 
‘sary on my land for wheat, even if it did no 
good on the turnips, The wheat lodged in the 


] richest spots where the acid alone was applied, 


‘but where the potash was used there was ho 
lodging: whatever, 

‘IT have long been a believer in the liberal 
use of. high-grade fértilizer, I could not see 
the advantage of paying freight and hauling 
on dirt when I had plenty of it on my own 
farm, But whenever we use a cheap, low 
grade guano we must necessarily purchase a 
Jot of useless material which the fertilizer 
‘companies must put into it in order to make 
it cheap. So last year I tried an experiment 
with cotton on some of: my poorest: land to 
demonstrate the advantage of high-grade fer- 
as fonqws:

pounds seed cotton per acre. Fertilized with 
400 pounds of a high grade fertilizer to the 
acre yielded 1,100 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre, 

Last year was a bad one for cotton and the 
yield was far below what it should have been, 
but it showed conclusively that a small amount 
of cheap fertilizer did very little good, while 
a liberal amount of high-grade guano paid 
nicely, 

I am not advertising anybody’s fertilizer. I 
hope the’ time will come when we can be 
independent of the guano man. But as long as 
we use these fertilizers let's know what we are. 
doing and see that they pay to a profit. 

We need all the information possible upon 
this subject, and I want the Agricultural 
society to take hold of the matter and institute 
@ series of experiments in each congressional 
district in Georgia. If the society will do this 
and report results at our meetings from year 
to year we will be accomplishing something 
definite and practical; something which will 
reflect credit on the society and be of incalcu- 
lable benefit to ourselves. 

I have prepared, and have with me, some 
printed forms showing how an experiment is to 
be conducted on cotton to demonstrate the ad- 
Vantage of high-grade fertilizers and an in- 
ereased amount of level inter-tillage, It is 
all right to do all you can to hold up the 
price of cotton; but in the meantime if by more 
intelligent work we can cut down the cost of 
proguction, it will be putting money in our 
pockets no matter where the price goes. 

In order to help us in this matter and in- 
Sure the success of these experiments I ap- 
proached the Swift Fertilizer Company, of At- 
lanta, and have obtained from them a written 
agreement to furnish the fertilizers for these 
experiments free of cost to one member of the 
society in each congressional district In the 
state. The party conducting the experiment 
to forward them a signed copy of these in- 
structions together with their address, and 
a@greeing to send them another copy showing 
the results at the close of the season. 

Thinking it best to be impartial in this mat- 
ter and avoid the appearance of advertising 
any one fertilizer company, I afterwards sub- 
mitted the same proposition to the Virginia- 


Carty Bros,, of Atlanta, Both of these com- 
panies have given me a written agreement to 
furnish the society with the same amount of 
fertilizer—4,400 pounds. This will enable “1s 
to carry on three experiments in each con- 
gressional district, allowing 400 pounds cf 
fertilizer for each experiment, and gives the 
society In all 13,200 pounds of fertilizer for 
experimental purposes. I should have sub- 
mitted the propositton to other manufatturers 
also, only it seemed to me that the above 
amount was sufficient. But of course this mat- 
ter can be left with the soctfety, as I have 
no doubt other companies would be glad to 
contribute. 

Now, friends, this is simply business. Every 
honest fertilizer company is desirous that you 
should receive benefit and profit by uSing 
their fertilizer. These people believe that a 
high-grade fertilizer will pay you better than 
a low-grade and they are willing to help dem- 
onstrate this by supplying the fertilizers for 
these experiments. 

The successful carrying out of these and other 
experiments, which can be instituted later 'y 
this society, will result in untold good to the 
agricultural interests of this state. The co- 


of far greater value than the results from any 
single experiment by one individual could pos- 
Bibly do. Not only this, it will add interest 
to our meetings and tend to build up our 
society, 

The resolutions introduced by R. D. 
Gunn, of Randolph, supporting Mr. Mer- 
riam’s plan aroused a lively discussion.

Address, “The Man with a Home’— 
Hon. Walter B. Hill. Discussion followed 

There is at present a warm contest on 
for president between the three candi- 
dates—James Barrett, of Augusta; Major 
Ryals, of Savannah, and Dudley Hughes, 
of Macon—the friends of each being ac- 
tively at work. 

Hon. James H. Smith was not present 
and the afternoon session was opened by 
Hon. D. G. Purse, of Chatham, with an 
address which for valuable information 
contained is decidedly the most important 
yet delivered. Captain Purse is convinced 
himself, and succeeded in convincing oth- 
ers, that sugar cane is to be the coming 
industry and the greatest source of 
wealth to that part of the state known 
as the cane belt. He spoke of the pecu- 
liar suitability of soil and climate to its 
production, and attributes the lack of 
success in the past largely due to the fact 
that there has hitherto been no process 
for obtaining all the saccharine matter 
contained in the cane. He stated au- 
thoritatively that within twelve months 
this process would he perfected. Captain 
Purse strongly advocates the cultivation 
of cassava as a root crop for stock and as 
a starch product. 

After Captain Purse’s address, which 
was enthusiastically received, Dr. W. B. 
Burroughs, the representative from 


unanimously adopted, to the effect that, 
'!'Whereas, The cultivation of sugar 
cane and the manufacture of sugar are 
again to become leading industries in 
Georgia, and, 


_" ereas, The most economical and 


ufacture must be adopted in order to be 
able to meet competition successfully; 

“Resolved, That this convention make 

the legislature of the state 
at its next session, that suitable provi- 
sien be made for the establishment of'an 
experimental station at some convenient 
point {n the cane belt. 
‘Resolved also, That a committee of 
three be appointed by the chair, With the 
president of the society as chairman, who 
shall appear before the Georgia senate 
and house and urge the establishment of 
an experimental station in southeast 
Georgia.”’ 

The most exciting number on the pro- 
gramme was the discussion that followed 
the address by Mr. Merriam, of Fulton, 
upon the “Value of Agricultural Experi- 
ments.” This was entered into by Cglo- 
nel R. J. Redding, of the experimental 
station: Dr. Hunnicutt, editor of The 
Southern Cultivator; Captain Stubbs, of 
Dublin, and others. Mr. Merriam pre- 
sented to the society the offer of several 
manufacturers of fertilizers to distribute 
their products throughout the state, so 
much to be allowed to each congressional 
district. 

Colonel Redding objects to this, as he 
considers it merely an advertising dodge 
in.order to get the indorsement of the ex- 
perimental station. He said that samples 
were being sent to him continually for 
an analysis, which he consistently re- 
fuses to give. 

Mr. Merriam takes the stand that the 
experimental station is the proper place 
for such analysis to be made, in order 
that the people may profit by it and know 
what they are using. 

Various resolutions were offered but no 
definite conclusions reached, all resolu- 
tions on this subject being tabled to be

GOT GEVOND “THEIR DEPTH 


Efforts of ‘Their Companions To Save 
Them—The Unfortunate Ladies 
Were Very Popular in Sa- 
vannah—One Body 
Recovered.

Savannah, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Miss Gertrude Ambrose and Miss Stella 
Ambrose were drowned in the turf this 
morning while bathing at Tybee island. 
The news reached Savannah shortly af- 
ter the accident, about 9:30 o’clock. Ag 
soon as the news was received in the city 
the friends ‘of the young people made a 
request for a special train over the Tybee 
railroad. Charles Fleetwood, of the Pi- 
lots’ Association, telephoned the tidings 
to the signal station on Tybee island, ex- 
plaining that Captain A. Ambrose, the 
father of the young ladies who were 
drowned, was then aboard the pilot boat 
J. H. Estill, riding at anchor & Tybee. 
‘Mrs. Evans promptly signaled the pilot 
boat to come in. which it did. and the 
heart-breaking communication was made 
to the bereaved father. He landed on 
the island and proceeded at once to Fur- 
bers Point. 

All the morning the white lines of the 
Estill were glistening in the sun off Ty- 
bee island and Ambrose was in sight of 
his drowning daughters when they went 
down. 

There were six ladies in bathing at the 
time, namely, Mrs. R. B. Hubert, Miss 
May Harris, Miss Alma Linsay, Miss Em- 
mie Crawford and the Misses Ambrose. 
The party entered the water about 9 
o'clock this morning. The Misses Am- 
brose quickly ventured into the surf and 


would soon be over their depth. It seemed 
that they were pretty confident, how- 
ever, and filled with the pleasure of the 
occasion, did not’ heed this advice. 

About twenty minutes after being in, the 
Misses Ambrose called for help and Mrs. 
Hubert and her companions at once 
rushed to their assistance. Mrs. Hubert 
showed great presence of mind and tried 
to form’ a hand chain. By this time the 
young ladies were well frightened and 
Mrs. Hubert called out to them to lie 
on their baeks and float while she ran 
for a rope. She did this, but before she 
could return Miss Gertrude Ambrose and 
Miss Stella Ambrose had been swept from 
view. In the meantime Miss Crawford 
had helped Miss Linsay from the water. 

The body of Miss Gertrude Ambrose was 
recovered at 12 o’clock, but at 2 o’clock 
that of Miss Stella Ambrose had not been 
found. 

Miss Stella Ambrose, the younger wo- 
man, was engaged to be married. Her 
fiance, Frank Palmer, was overcome 
by the terrible news and immediately 
went to Tybee.

TESTIMONY AND. ARGUMENT 


Metter To Be Adjusted Between City 
Assessors and the Street Rail- 
way Lines of the City of 
Macon—Other Macon 
News. 


Macon, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Judge H. E. W. Palmer, of Atlanta; 
Judge W. F. Jenkins, of Eatonton, and 
Judge Allen Fort, of Americus, met at 
the city hall this morning to arbitrate 
the differences existing between the city 
assessors of Macon and the Consolidated 
and Metropolitan Street Railroad com- 
panies of Macon as to the valuation of 
the properties of the railroad companies. 
Judge Palmer is arbitrator for the rail- 
roads and Judges Jenkins and Fort are 
arbitrators for the comptroller general 
and the Macon _assessors by appointment 
of the governor. This is the second set 
of arbitrators. The first arbitrators, 
Judge Palmer, for the railroad, and 
Judge Spencer Atkinson, for the comp- 
troller general and the city, were unable 
to agree either as to valuation or a third 
arbitrator and the governor had to ap- 
point new arbitrators. 

At the hearing before the arbitrators 
Judge A. L. Miller represents the rall- 
roads and City Attorney Wimberly repre- 
sents the city assessors and the comp- 
troller general. The first witness on the 
stand was Mr. T. J. Carling, president of 
the Macon Electric and Power Company, 
which owns the Macon and Indian Spring 
street railway, a line independent of the 
roads whose value the arbitrators are 
now trying to determine. In reply to 
questions Mr. Carling said he could re- 
place the entire Consolidated lines and 
all property returned for $120,000. Mr. 
Carling said the property was worth 
about three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. He estimated the value of the 
Metropolitan line at $20,000. 

Major E. E. Winters, general manager 
of both the Consolidated and the Metro- 
politan companies, was put on the stand. 
He stated that he had ween connected 
with these companies for twelve years. 
The returns were the same today as they 
were when the property was new. The 
comptroller general had stated to him 
that the returns of his companies were 
higher than those of other street rail- 
roads in the state. Manager Winters 
efforts from 
year to year to get his returns reduced, 
but the comptroller general stated to him 
that he could not accept a lower figure 
without arbitration. 

Major Winters then took up the items 
of the returns of the Consolidated and 
the Metropolitan lines and showed that 
in each instance the figures were ample 
to cover the item. He thought the evi- 
dence of Mr. Carling on these items were 
about as nest correct as he could esti- 
mate. All the figures were high. The 
equipment is all old and could be re- 
placed new for less than the figures re- 
turned. 

Major Winters stated that the Consoll- 
dated and the Metropolitan lines could 
be completely equipped with new ma- 
terial, in his opinion, for less than one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Other witnesses were examined and 
then argument was begun. The session 
lasted all day. Tomorrow the arbitrators 
will go over the lines of railroad before 
making a decision.

Norfolk, Va., August 14.—The guberna- 
torial convention’s temporary organiza- 
tion consisted of State Senator Barksdale, 
of Halifax, chairman; Colonel Joseph But- 
ton, of Appomattox, secretary, and Hon. 
R. D. Nichols, of Norfolk, sergeant at 
arms. 

The convention then adjourned and the 
committees on resolutions, permanent or- 
@anizatio~ ‘and credentials went into ses- 
sion. 

The second named committee selected 
Hon. Carter Glass, of Lynchburg, editor 
of The News, of that city, as chairman, 
and Judge W. 8. Gooch, of Louisa, as 
secretary. Sergeant at Arms Nichols was 
retained. 

The committee on credentials disposed 
of seven contests and seated Montague 
delegates in each instance. The conven- 
tion reconvened after 8 o'clock tonight 
and speeches were made by many promi- 
nent Virginians. 

The name of Hon. A. J. Montague was 
presented for governor by Colonel George 
C. Cabell, Jr., of Danville, and the nom- 
ination was seconded by Hon. W. P. 
Richaris. No other, nomination was 
made, Mr. Swanson having withdrawn 
from the race today. Mr. Montague was 
nominated by acclamation amid enthu- 
siasm. 

After the nominee’s speech of accept- 
ance the crowd cried for Swanson, and 
the defeated gubernatorial candidate was 
applauded in his speech equally as much 
as was his successful opponent. 

Hon. J. Taylor Ellyson, of Richmond, 
was unanimously elected chairman of the 
state democratic organization for. his 
eleventh successive term. 

Senator John W. Daniel, Hon. John 
Goode, Congressman W. A. Jones and 
Peter J. Otey were among the speakers 
at the convention. 

The most notable incident of the day 
was the lack of applause which greeted 
Hon. H. R. Pollard, of Richmond, when 
he said: 

“Free silver is a dead issue. It met its 
Gettysburg in 1896 and its Waterloo in 
1900.’ 

After an hour of uproar and disorder, 
which required the services of the ser- 
geant at arms and some police officers to 
quell, the convention nomipated Hon. J. 
E. Willard for Meutenant governor over 
Dr. George W. LeCato, the candidate of 
the tidewater section. 

The convention adjourned at 12:45 a. m. 
amid great confusion without having 
named a candidate for attorney general 
and also without having received the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions. The 
platform will embrace an anti-trust 
plank, a plank favoring the fellow ser- 
vants’ or employers’ liability bill and a 
plank relating to general primaries for 
the election of United States senators. 
So far as is known at this writing there 
will be no mention of Bryan or free silver 
in the platform.

Equalization Board of South Caro- 
lina Adopts One. 

Columbia, 8. C., August 14.—The board 
of equalization of South Carolina recent- 
ly provided for by the legislature to pay 
the assesments for taxation of cotton 
mills, fertilizer and oil mill property, is 
now engaged upon its important work. 
After hearing today from cotton mill 
presidents from all over the state, the 
board adoptsd the plan of assessing cvt- 
ton mills according to the market value 
of their stock and bonds, instead of upon 
the spindle basis. Heretofore the state 
has asessed this class of property just as 
any other real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 

The results of the change, made nec- 
essary by the phenomenal growth of 
these industries, remains to be seen. It is 
believed, however, that the amount re-

She would have 
fired again. but for the timely action of 
Corbitt’s brother, who stood near and who 
seized her and wrenched the pistol from 
her hand.

McConnell delivered an opinion today in 
the Tennessee Milling Company case of 
considerable interest. 

The mill in controversy is the largest 
winter wheat mill in the south and is lo- 
cated at Estill Springs, in Franklin 
county, Tennessee. In April creditors of 
the mill filed claims against it for $55,000 
and R. J. Riddle was made _ receiver. 
Some of the stockholders felt aggrieved 
att Riddle and through counsel filed a pe- 
tition to have him removed. More than 
one hundred depositions were taken in 
the cause and the fight was very warm. 

In his opinion delivered today the chan- 
cellor exonerated Mr. Riddle entirely, re- 
taining him as receiver, dismissing the 
petition and taxing petitioners with 
costs. The costs will be enormous. 

A peculiar feature of the case is that 
since the stockholders’ bitter fight on 
Receiver Riddle the creditors wanted 
him retained. 


'JACQUES AND BEGGS NAMED 


Two Important Appointments on the 
’Frisco-Memphis System. 

Kansas City, August 14.—Two impor- 
tant ’Frisco-Memphis appointments at 
variance with previous announcements of 
the slate of the new system have been 
decided upon, to take effect between Sep- 
tember 1 and September 10. They are 
Cc. H. Beggs, to be vice president and as- 
sistant general manager, and Henry P. 
Jacques, to be general purchasing agent. 

Mr. Beggs is now vice president, as- 
sistant to the general manager and pur- 
chasing agent for the ’Frisco railway. Mr. 
Beggs will rank next In the operating de- 
partment to Benjamin Winchell, presi- 
dent of the Memphis road, and who is to 
be vice president and general manager of 
the consolidated system. Up to this time 
it had been supposed Mr. Jacques would 
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resign and be succeeded by Mr. Beggs. 
Mr. Jacques is one of the oldest railroad 
men in the country. He became a mail 
service laborer on the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph in 1859, and held numerous posi- 
tions with that company. He has been 
purchasing agent of the Memphis rAroad 
for the past twenty-two years. 


TEN MIUVES OF TRACK ARE GONE 


Havoc Is Wrought by Flood in the 
Southwest. 


El Paso, Tex., August 14.—All the south- 
ern portion of Arizona has been partially 
covered with wather for many days, and 
the destruction of property, especially 
railroads, has been enormous. The South- 
ern Pacific and the smaller mineral roads 
have suffered many washouts. The “bur- 
ro’’ road that runs from Benson to No- 
gales has been unfit for use for several 
weeks, and nearly every day fresh floods 
come that destroy parts of the tracks. 
in all, over 10 miles of the track have 
been swept away, and the company has 
all its surpius help at work repairing the

The most important action taken was 
the tabling of a propositicn by Delegates 
Cutting, of Boston, prohibiting members 
of the union from joining the national 
evard, or any other military organization 
officercd »y ‘nen commissione by the 
state or federal government. The propo- 
sition precipitated an animeted discus- 
sion, in which «uite a number of dele- 
gates took part. Delegate Nichols, vf 
Baltin ore, said that if the militia was not 
organized among friends of union labor, 
it would be amcng enemies. One delegate 
asked if it would be good policy fur the 
convention to declare itself against the 
government of its own country. The 
whole proposition was finilly tabled by a 
large vote, but several delegates asked to 
gO On record as favoring the proposition. 

Cincinnati was chosen as the place for 
the meeting of the convention in 1902 
That year will make the fiftieth year of 
the organization's existence, and it is 
proposed to celebrate a golden jubilee. 
The union was originally formed in Cin- 
cinnati, hence that city’s easy. victory. 
Baltin.ore and Fort Worth were both put 
in nomination for the next convention, 
but withdrew in favor of Cincinnatl. 

The remainder of the session was de- 
voted to minor changes in the laws, One 
change prescribes the manner of appeal 
from decisions of local unions. The ap- 
peal is to go first to the president of the 
internationaj] body, and then to the ex- 
ecutive coundl and finally to the interna- 
tional convention. This was suggested by 
President Lynch. 

The matter of compensation of the in- 
ternational officers also came up, and the 
opinion was expressed by some that the 
pay roll was inequitable. Accordingly, 
the salajies of the president and the 
secretary-tr2asurer were fixed at $1,3Ww 
each annually, with traveling expenses. 

No afternoon session was held, the dele- 
gates going on a visit to Ersley. 


NAVAL STORES OPERATORS. 


Three States Represented in a Con- 
vention at Jaeksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 14.—(Spectal.) 
A large delegation of naval stores oper- 
ators from Georgia, Alabama and Florida 
met in convention here today and effect- 
ed a combine, There were sixty operators 
present. The convention was held in pur- 
Suance to a call tssned by W. W. Tim- 
mons, of Tifton, Ga.,. through The Naval 
Stores Review. The subject has also been 
agitated through newspaper correspond- 
ence. For some time back the naral 
stores men have been talking of organiz- 
ing for mutual protection and this is the 
culmination. The matter for forming 
sub-organizations of the general associa- 
tion was recommended as the best way 
to promote interest tn the new associa- 
tion and to perfect the combine. The 
purpose ts to organize*all the operators 
in this country. 

On motion it was resolved that “every 
man present consider himself a commit- 
tee of one to form a sub-organization 
wherever five or more operators,can be 
gathered, and these to be affillated with 
the general association.’’ There will thus 
be workers for the cause throughout the 
southeast. ‘ 

Members made addresses telling of the 
necessity for immediate action along the 
line of regulating labor, or else the tur- 
pentine interests would be ruined, and it 
was said that for their own preservation 
it was necessary that the operators 
should combine and take some action. A 
meeting will be held here September 11, 
at which all the naval store operators of 
the country will be represented. The 
specific purpose of the organization is tc 
better regulate and control the labor in 
the turpentine fields. 


SMOKE FROM SULPHUR WORKS 


Causes the Citizens To Try To Close 
Copper Mines. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 14.—(Spectal.) 
Efforts are being made by a few individ- 
uals to close down the copper mines at 
Ducktown, Tenn., by injunction, on ac- 
count of the smoke that is emitted from 
the works of the Ducktown Sulphur, Cop- 
per and Iron Company. 

Chancellor T. M. McConnell, of Chat- 
tanooga, refused to grant an injunction 
in the case and the parties removed their 
application before Chancellor J. S. Grib- 
ble, of middle Tennessee, who granted a 
fiat for an injunction against the com- 
pany. The company filed a petition with 
Chancellor. McConnell, who, after due 
consideration, has suspended the injunc- 
tion until August 2, at which time he 
will hear the case at Cleveland, Tenn. 

There are 10,000 people who are depend- 
ent for sustenance upon the works’ suc- 
cessful operation. In the event the in- 
junction is made perpetual, $3,000,000 
which has been invested at Ducktown 
will be of no value.

ALLOWED FOR PASSAGE 


Bteamers Will Ply Between Berehav- 
en and United States Ports—Be- 
“Meved Vessels Will Be 
Equipped with Tur- 
bine Engines ® 


London, August 14.—The house of lords 
took an unusnual step this morning in 
suspending the sessional order with the 
object of passing on its second reading 
the bill granting special powers to build 
a pier and other works at Berehaven, in 
Bantry bay, Ireland, in connection with 
the proposed fast steamship line from 
Berehaven to the United States, by which 
it is hoped the voyage will be accomplish- 
ed in four and a half days. The bill had 
already passed the house of commons. 
The harbor bill is the work of an Irish 
electric railroad company, promoted by 
8S. G. Fraxer, an engineer, of Dublin. 
The designs appear in their initial stages. 
No date has yet been announced for the 
beginning of the work. 

It is understood that some American 
capital has been guaranteed in connec- 
tion with the steamship services. The 
emterprise includes an express line across 
southern Ireland and a channel ferry 
connecting directly with the Great West- 
ern railroad for London. The cost of the 
Berehaven harbor works and the railroad 
will be £300,000. 

_ Considerable excitement has _ been 
caused in shipping circles here by the 
plans for the new trans-Atlantic service 
mentioned in the house of lords today. 
The shippers have been taken somewhat 
by surprise. They generally express the 
opinion that the projected line will be 
equipped with turbine engines. 


FUNERAL OF SIGNOR CRISPI 


As the Cortege Passed All Heads 
Were Uncovered. 

Naples, August 14.—The funeral of Sig- 
nor Crispi today was an imposing event. 
Cordons of troops lined the route, which 
was through the principal streets, and 
presented arms as the funeral car passed. 
The car was drawn by eight black horses 
with shble trappings. The procession in- 
cluded King Victor Emanuel’s aide de 
camp, representing the king, and the Ger- 
man consul, representing Emperor Wil- 
liam. 

Immense crowds occupied the streets, 
balconies and windows. All present un- 
covered as the coffin passed. At the ar- 
senal the remains were taken on board 
the crusier Varese, where there was a 
short service, minute guns being fired 
in the meanwhile.

BAYNOR TALKS OF INQUIRY 


He Says That the Controversy Covers 
@ Period of Only Nine Days and 
That Case Will Soon Be 
Concluded by Bot 

Sides. 


Baltimore, August 14.—It is announced 
here today that Isidore Raynor, attorney 
general for Maryland, has been retained 
as one of the attorneys for Rear Admiral 
Schley in his coming hearing before the 
court of inquiry. Mr. Raynor received a 
letter from Admiral Schley on Sunday in 
which he was asked to act as one of the 
counsel in the case and at once accepted 
the commission. 

Speaking of the case, he said today: 

“Immediately upon the receipt of Ad- 
miral Schley’s letter requesting me to 
become one of his counsel in this cause I 
“began an examin:%ion of the case. I had 
to some extent familiarized myself with 
the general surroundings of the contro- 
versy, but shall now enter upon a study 
of all its details and gather all the in- 
formation obtainable. We have four 
weeks in which to prepare for the hear- 
ing of the case and in that time I can 
readily acquaint myself with all of Ad- 
miral Schley’s movements and those of 
his squadron from the time it left Hamp- 
ton Roads to the battle of Santiago and 
with the dispatches which passed from 
the navy department to Admiral Samp- 
son and from Sampson to Schley. 

“When you analyze all the facts in this 
case, as I am trying now to do, you will 
find that, with the exception of two 
charges embraced in the precept—Ad- 
miral Schiey’s alleged failure to destroy 
the Colon and his: alleged withdrawal 
twenty-five miles at night after the 
establishment of the blockade off Santi- 
ago—the whole controversy covers a 
period of only nine days; that is, from 
the time the fivying squadron left Key 
West for Cienfucgos until it started back 
from Santiago bv the Yucatan passage 
for the purpose of coaling ships. I do not 
think, therefore, the case will occupy 28 
much time as contemplated, as it will be 
the effort of counsel, and no doubt of the 
court, to get right down to the salient 
points of the case and hold up before the 
country every movement made by Ad- 
miral Schley from start to finish.”’

fhe Night Schools at Honolulu Prove 
a Faiure. 


Honolulu, Aveust 4, via San Francisco. 
August 14.--(Correspondence of the Assv- 
ciated Press.)\—Some of the docks at 
Pearl harbor will be natural stone 
wharves. In some parts of the harbor the 
reef is already as straight up and down 
as the piles of a wharf. The land rises 
like a solid stone wall, and all that will 
be necessary will be to dredge away the 
mud and permit the big steamers to He 
slongside.

New York, August 14.—In an interview 
today touching the investgation as to the 
alleged undervaluation of Japanese silks, 
etc., Appraiser William F. Wakeman sald:

Slowly and carefully he was 
raised. His pallid face, covered with 
slime, his staring eyes and heaving 
chest, told of the horror he had gone 
through in the hours he spent in the tun- 
nel. He was William Curry, of Canton.

As soon as he could gasp Curry said: 

“They are all at the bottom of the 
shaft, hurry up.’ 

In quick succession seven others were 
brought up from the foul and stifling air 
of the tunnel. All were in a most pitiable 
condition. They reported that two other 
men were lying unconscious at the bot- 
tom of the shaft. A workman volunteer- 
ed to rescue these men and he was quick- 
ly lowered into the shaft. In a few min- 
utes the unconscious men were brought 
up more dead than alive. 

The tugs that hurried out to the scene 
as soon as the fire was discovered suc- 
ceeded in rescuing no less than twenty 
men, who were found clinging to wreck- 
age and ropes tied to the burning struc- 
ture. 

The tunnel, which has been under 
course of. construction for several years 
past, and is still far from complete, has 
been the cause, all told, of the loss of 
more than thirty lives. 

Four years ago an explosion in the 
shore section of the tunnel resulted in 
the suffocation of eighteen men. Two 
years ago in a similar accident several 
more men weré killed at almost the same 
place and today’s catastrophe adds at 
least ten additional names to the death 
list. 

The fire which destroyed the crib this 
morning was due to an overheated boiler 
smokestack. The boiler exploded soon 
after the flames broke out. 

The crib itself was of pine timber built 
up straight from the water edge. The 
men, who were asleep in their bunks, 
sprang up to find themselves in the midst 
of the flames. The boards all around 
them were burning fiercely. Down in 
the shaft, under the lake, eleven men 
were at work digging, unconscious, until 
the air supply was cut off, of the awful 
holocatst above them. 


Mayor Johnson Indignant. 


Mayor Johnson expressed great indig- 
nation today when he learned that no 
boat or life preservers were provided as 
a safety measure by the contractors at 
the crib. He declared that the case 
would require the closést investigation 
and that those found guilty of criminal 
negligence in the matter would be prose- 
cuted to the_ full extent of the law. 

Late this afternoon Phimmer Jones, of 
Warren, Ohio, an employee of the tun- 
nel contractors and one of a party of 
rescuers who descended into the shaft to 
look for the missing men, was overcome 
by gas and expired within a few minutes. 
His body lies in the tunnel seventy-five 
feet from the bottom of the shaft and 1s 
covered with water. 

David Kelley, another member of the 
rescuing party, was overcome by gas and 
is in a precarious condition. 


TAX ON COFFEE IS DEMANDED. 


Porto Rico Objects To Free Entry of 
Brazilian Product. 

Washington, August: 4.—FrederickDe- 
Catau. resident commissioner from Porto 
Rico, has had a conference with Secretary 
Gage on the subject of free importation of 
Brazilian coffee into that island, 

Mr. DeCatau represented that the cof- 
fee industry of Porto Rico was threat- 
ened by this importation and he desired 
to present arguments to show that under 
the terms of th» Foraker act the island 
government was authorized ta imnose 
a duty of 5 cents a pound on all coffee 
brought into its markets. One of the sec- 
tions of the Foraker act authorzZai the 
collection of this duty on coffee and Mr. 
DeCatau insisted that the following sec- 
tions which direct the president under cer- 
tain specified conditions to proclaim free 
trade between the two countries did not 
repeal the former section as to the duty 
on coffee.

LOSS OF VENEZUELANS 
SAID TO HAVE BEEN HEAVY 


General Madina, Four Colonels and 
Three Hundred Men Killed—A 
Second: Colombian Army 
Attacks Las Cumbres 
and Is Repulsed. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, August 14.— 
Mail advices received here today from 
Caracas, Venezucla, under date of August 
10 give accounts of numercus engage- 
ments in the state of Tachira between 
President Castro’s forces and the revolu- 
tionists. In Castro’s official builetins he 
mentions the Colombian army. He report- 
ed engagements since the battle of San 
Cristobal, July 29, at Pirineos, Las Fe- 
lipas. La Parada, La Grita, Encontrados, 
Colon and Las Cumbres, all in Tachira. 

The Venezuelan casualties, according to 
Castro's official bulletins, were General 
Rosendo Madina and four colonels killed 
and 300 men killed or wounded. Madina 
was a prominent man. He was formerly 
@ governor and senator. August 8 there 
was an encounter at Las Cumbres with a 
second force of revolutionists. 

The News’ Caracas correspondent, writ- 
ing August 10, says a second Colombian 
army invaded Venezuela. This second 
force is reported to number 6,000 men. 
Friday their troops attacked Las Cum- 
bres and were repulsed. The main di- 
vision of the armies have not yet met. 


French Warship at Colon. 


Washington, August 14.—No important 
developments in the Colombia-Venezuela 
situation were made known to the state 
department during the early part of to- 
day, and the reported death of General 
Urjibe-Uribe could not be confirmed in any 
official quarter. It is expected that the 
Machias will complete her coaling and 
taking on of ammunition by tonight and 
will be off for Panama by tomorrow 
morning. 

In this connection it is noted that the 
French warship Suchet has arrived at 
Colon. Althovgh the French are under- 
stood to have considerable property in- 
terests on the isthmus, it is said that 
there is no provisicn in the treaty be- 
tween France and Colombia, similar to 
that in the treaty between France and 
the United States, requiring that free 
transit across the isthmus shall be kept 
open. However, i* is not doubted that 
the presence of the Suchet will have a 
salutary. influence in quieting disorder. 
The statements made in the French press 
to the effect that the incident on the 
isthmus might lead to an American ac- 
quisition In that quarter received no at- 
tention or credence in the best posted of 


| the quarters. 


French Suspect United States. 


Paris, August 14.—The French papers 
comment on the South American trou- 
bles and the probable action of the United 
States as follows: 

The Journal des Debats says: 

“It Is to be presumed that the Colom- 
bian government will think twice before 
accepting the aid of the government of 
Washington in its trouble with Venezuela. 
The recent history of Cuba is not en- 
couraging in this connection. It is dif- 
ficult to imagine the United States ren- 
dering assistance to Colombia without 
demanding compensation and the estab- 
lishment of some form of American in- 
terest in the isthmus seems to be the com. 
pensation expected. Such an event as 
this would far exceed the proportion of 
American happening.”’ 

The Cycle says American intervention 
In the conflict between the two South 
American republics is laid down. and 
should the present situation be prolonged 
the cabinet at Washington will know 
how to turn it to the best account, 

“Colombia claims onerous terms for the 
cession of territory through which the 
Panama canal is to pass, and it may 
well be that the United States sees in 
the present an hie oad for seizing 
territory and with’ it the rights of Co- 
lombia over the uncompleted enterprise 
of the interoceanic canal. 

“One may be sure. moreover, that the 
Colombia-Venezuela conflict wil last as 
long ag the cabinet at Washington wishes 
and will have just the importance that 
the cabinet wishes.’’ 

The Figaro says: ° 

“The United States is preparing to tn- 
tervene between Venezuela and Colom- 
bia, who are quarreling imprudently. It 
is a fine opportunity to put Pan-America 
and the canal in, its pocket by protectin 
Colombia and Venezuela as it protecte 
Cuba and the Philippines. Formerly that 
was called ‘take,’ then ‘annex;’ now it 
is pronounced ‘protect.’ ”’

Eight Mosquitoes, Fever Laden, 
Are Held at Havara 


WILL MAKE TESTOF SERUM 


Mosquitoes Will Be Allowed To Bite 
Persons Who Have Been Inocu- 
lated with Dr. Caldas’ Pre- 
ventive for Yellow 
Death. 


Havana, August 14.—In connection with 
the experiments which Dr. Caldas, the 
Brazilian medical expert, ts about to con- 
duct here to illustrate the efficacy of a 
serum designed to prevent the contrac- 
tion of yellow fever, the yellow fever 
commission will supply the mosquitoes. 
The commissioners have eight insects 
which have bitten a person suffering with 
a bad case of yellow fever. Two of the 
mosquitoes subsequently bit two persons 
who have since developed well marked 
cases, 

The eight mosquitoes will be divided 
into two divisions. Two persons whom 
Dr. Caldas will inoculate with his serum 
will be bitten by two mosquitoes each. 
The other four mosquitoes will bite two 
non-immunes, two each, 

As all eight mosquitoes were infected 
from the same person, and as two of 
them have already given yellow fever to 
two persons, it is inferred that the 
arrangement will afford a good test of 
the preventive value of the serum, al- 
though other experiments will probably 
be conducted. 


PREACHES GOSPEL OF WORK. 


Vice President Roosevelt Speaks to 
Veterans in Kansas. 


Hutchinson, Kas., August 14.—Vice Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, en route home from Colo- 
rado, stopped here for a short time this 
morning, and from the rear platform of 
his train addressed several thousand vet- 
erans returned to thse state from the G. 
A. R. reunion. Mr. Roosevelt spoke for 
fifteen minutes, and aroused the crowd 
to great enthusiasm. He thanked these 
old soldiers in the’ name of the American 
people for th» past valor and sacrifice, 
and referring briefly to civic life warned 
them not to envy a life of ease. 

“You old soldiers,” he said, ‘‘don’t envy 
those who lived lives of eagce from 1861 to 
1865. You don't regret the work you did 
then, do you?” :

ESTIMATES FOR RIVER WORK. 


Engineers Think That About $45,- 
000,000 Will se Required. 


Washington, August 14.—Colonel Mac. 
Kenzie, acting chief of engineers, has 
made a compilation of the estimates of 
the engineers for river and harbor im- 
provements to be constructed during the 
year ending June 30, 1903. These estimates 
produce the following results: 

Total estimates of the engineers in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, exclusive of 
continuing contracts, $33,299,169, 

Continuing contracts estimate, $6,289,204, 

Under Mississippi river commission, $3,- 
695,000. ; 

Under Missouri river commission, $1, 065,- 
200. 

Total, $44,348,404. 

The total estimates of last year were 
$44,292;770. 

The estimate of the secretary of war, in- 
cluding continuing contracts and the M's- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers, was $33,881,317. 

The estimates of the chief of engineers 
and of the secretary of war to be made to 
congress have not been compiled.

average length of human life has been 
fully doubled. In support of this claim 
he quotes the mortality records as 
showing that in the middle of the six- 


twenty years; at the close of the 
eighteenth century it was slightly in 
excess of thirty years, and today, at 
the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, it is over forty years. Dr. Kober 
estimates that during the past two 
decades alone the average length of 
human life has been increased six years. 

But we have not yet reached the goal 
at which we are aiming, and what the 
twentieth century will bring forth we 
can only vaguely conjecture. Still the 
rapid strides which we are making in 
the direction of longevity justifies the 
hope that we will soon get back again 
into the robust condition of life which 
produced Methusaleh in the good old 
days of the patriarchs.

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The Spread of Zionism. 
The spread of Zionism, a movement 


the Hebrews to the promised land, has 
become noticeable, though there are 
many Hebrews by whom it is opposed. 

The subject was fully discussed at a 
recent meeting held in Boston, the pur- 
pose of which was to call attention to 
the Jewish colonial trust, organized in 
1898, with a capital of $10,000,000, “to 
bring into successful realization the 
Zionist movement and to encourage 
and promote industries in Palestine by 
establishing factories and _ railroads 
there.” A general indorsement was 
given to this organization by the 
speakers, and the fact was emphasized 
that a third of the amount named had 
already been raised. The reading of a 
manifesto from Dr. Herzl, of Vienna, 
explained the movement by saying that 
“a critical moment has arrived in the 
history of the Jews. Despite every 
misrepresentation to the contrary, the 
sultan of Turkey is a friend of the 
Jews. Indeed, I say boldly that the 
Jews of the world have no better 
friend than the ruler of Palestine. Shall’ 
they miss this unprecedented oppor- 
tunity of laying the ghost of the Jew- 
ish question and of ending the tragedy 
of the ‘Wandering Jew?’ Will the Jews 


own happiness in this glorious land of 
freedom how heavy is the bondage of 
their brethren? Now or never is the 
moment for the oppressed Jews of this 
world to settle themselves in their own 
historic home.” 

It would seem that the money to 
be raised is to go to the sultan for the 
privilege of living in the land of prom- 
ise. Whether that monarch can be re- 
lied upon to keep a promise does not 
seem to annoy the projectors, who are 
carried away by the patriotic idea of 
living within reach of Jerusalem. That 
they are determined upon the scheme, 
the manifesto declares that “whether | 
by the Jew or by the true Christian, 
the sum must be raised. It is in- 

edible that it should not be, for in 

it case an indelible stain would be

Casualties on Railways. 

Recently the interstate commerce 
commission has prepared an abstract 
of statistics showing the tota] num- 
ber of casualties on railroads for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1900. 

During the period in question there 
were 7,865 persons killed and 50,320 in- 
jured. Many of the victims were rail- 
way employees, the number killed be- 
ing 2,560 and the number injured 39,- 
643. Itemized somewhat more in de- 
tail the casualties among the em- 
ployees were as follows: Trainmen, 1,- 
396 killed and 17,571 wounded; switch- 
men, flagmen and watchmen, 272 killed 
and 3,060 injured; other employees, 82 
killed and 19,012 injured. Classified 
with respect to the immediate cause of 
accident, 260. were killed and 6,765 in- 
jured in § coupling and uncoupling 
trains, and 529 were killed and 4,435 in- 
jured in falling from trains and en- 
gines. 

With respect to passengers, 249 were 
killed and 4,128 injured, while of tres- 
passers there were 6,066 killed and 6,- 
649 injured. 

Looking at the above figures it 
seems that the casualties for the fiscal 
year in question have been exceeding- 
ly heavy, but when referred to the 
bulk of travel and the vast amount of 
business carried on the casualties are 
comparatively light. 


Consulting Our Customers. 

The policy of American spinners in 
trying to force goods popular at home 
upon people abroad is responsible for 
the large amount of trade passing 
through the hands of foreigners. 

“With the Queen of the Antilles 
lying almost within sight from our 
shores,” says The New York Commer- 
cial. ‘‘we sold her last year only 7 per 
cent of the cotton goods that she im- 
ported; Great Britain supplied her with 
50 per cent of these importations, and 
her sworn and hated enemy, under 
whose yoke she fretted for centuries, 
Spain, somehow managed to get 25 per 
cent of her cotton orders. The truth 
of the matter is that the Spanish man- 
ufacturers, from long experience, 
know exactly what the Cubans want 
in the way of cottons and send them 
there, and the conservative habits and 
tastes of the islanders cause them to 
buy where they hate—they refuse to 
‘bite off the nose to spite the face.’ Our 
American cotton consuming public lets 
the designers and the manufacturers 
turn out their fabric in almost endless 
variety and picks what it likes each

that it shall be ‘something new.’ The 
Cubans want about the same thing year 
after year—but apparently our cotton 
manufacturers have never taken the 
Dains to discover what that is.” This 
want of attention to the needs of our 
customers is q fatal defect in our trade 
system. ae

so that they can be transplanted over 
the mountain passes of South America; 
we take no note of-the fancies of the 
Cuban; we send to Russia what the 
people of that country deem to be un- 
merchantable bales—all over the worid 
we exhibit a disregard for local tastes.

After a wedded life of twenty-five vears 
Mrs. Carrie Nation—a woman with a mis- 
sion—practically deserts home, husband 
and children to lead the life of a fanatic 
and to sink her womanhood in an attempt 
to do that which man never has been able 
to do, which not all men want done and 
on which many good and devoted women 
do not look with complete horror.” 

Mrs. Natton, it is pointed out. is an ex- 
ample of what a woman will do when she 
throws off the wise restraints of home 
life. Not all women would do as she is 
doing, but, while woman may look upon 
man a8 a creature guided less by principle 
and more by policy, it is, nevertheless, 
the fact that when woman deserts the 
man to whom she plighted faith and en- 
ters upon a mission of so-called reform, 
she loses that respect which man holds 
for women, and which women, in their 
deepest hearts, cherish above al] things 
~if they do not they are lost, indeed. 

Mrs. Nation sneeringly tells of herself 
that she never loved her husband: that 
he is 73 years of age and has:not as much 
need for a divorce as she, hefself, has, 
and adds that David could not hope to 
marry again. Possibly not, and neither 
could Mrs. David, unless men have lost 
what little sense they ever had. But if 
David is 73 years old, he is entitled to the 
care, the affection and the respect of his 
wife, even though she could not find it tn 
herself to give him that love she plighted 
her word she had for him when, standing 
together, they took each other for better 
or worse, and until death should part 
them. “I have lived a le by holding out 
to the world that I respected him, and 
now I am glad he has gone his way.”

The Personality of Shaffer.

The Drift of Negro Life. 
(From the New Orleans Times-Democrat.) 

The negroes constitute nearly 659 per cent 
of the population of Mississippi, or consider- 
ably more than they did ten years ago. The 
state has grown whiter in its southern coun- 
ties. thanks to the lumber industries, but this 
increase has more than been offset by the 
heavy negro immigration into the Yazoo Delta 
from Alabama, Georgia and the Carolinas. 

A more thorough investigation will probably 
show the cause of the unexpected increase of 
negroes in some parts of the south. There is 
comparatively little negro emigration—that is, 
from the south. Carolina negroes move to Ala- 
bama, Mississipp! and Tennessee, but few cross 
Mason and Dixon's line, In Mississippi, for ‘n- 
stance, the negro emigration for the past ten 
years has been iInfinitesima’. A few thousand 
moved to New Orleans to work on the public 
improvements, paving, canal digging, etc., but 
it is probable that most of these have gone 
home again. On the other hand, from 50,000 
to 60.000 moved into the black belt from the 
Atlantic states. When we further consider 
the thousands of white Mississippians who have 
moved to Texas, Louisiana and even into the 
territories to try thelr fortunes it is possible 
to understand the result brought out by the 
census of Mississippi, that the state is getting 
blacker instead of whiter, like Louisiana,

Criticisirg the Governor.

A Washington special to The Philadelphia 
Tirnes, of a recent date, states that Governor 
McMillin, of Tennessee, while at the national 
capita] conferring with Gcvernor Tyler, of 
Virginia, relative to the boundary question be- 
tween Tennessee and Virginia, “‘called at the 
treasury department and put in his little bill 
for services of himself and staff tn attending 
the city’s centennial celebration.” The special 
further states that ‘‘eaoh of the party expects 
to get $250.’"

We 
do not know just what passed between 
Mr. Turner ang Mr. Estill when the Jat- 
ter, who was himself being urged by 
friends to become a candidate, journeyed 
to Quitman for the purpose of having an 
understanding with Mr. Turner, but we 
venture to say that with two such gen- 
tlemen in the race as south Georgia can- 
didates some of the most potent factorg 
in the politics of the wiregrass would 
be embarrassed and the section handi- 
capped. 

The Macon News feels somewhat con- 
fused as to the multiplicity of claims 
set up for support. With Messrs. Estill, 
Turner and Guerry in the field, The 
News says that ‘“‘south Georgians are left 
somewhat in the air, pending Mr. Tur- 
ner’s absolute decision. It is rather 
an awkward situation all around and 
may lead to a good deal of ill feeling in 
the wiregrass section unless there is a 
speedy concentration upon some particu- 
lar candidate.

DESIRES THAT MATTER BE 
ADJUSTED SATISFACTORIL 


Whirty-Inch Main Will Be Laid on 
Walton Street and Edgewood 
Avenue Instead of Mariet- 
ta and Decatur Streets 
as Intended. 


From statements made during the 
meeting of the water boar yesterday 
afternoon by President George Hillyer 
and Superintendent Park Woodward, it 
appears that much of the pipe that has 
been received from the Dimmick Pipe 
Company, of Birmingham, for the exten- 
sion and better equipment of the water 
works system is not up to the standard 
required in the contract. 

Further than that the board has taken 
steps to withhold the money for the ripe 
Bnd specials received during July, and this 
money will not be paid to the pipe con- 
cern until the matter has been adjusted 
to the complete satisfaction cf the water 
commissioners. The members of the 
finance commiftee of the board and the 
superintendent have been authorized to 
employ an experienced inspector to be 
placed on duty at the pipe works in Ala- 
bama to see that the pipe is manufac- 
tured according to agreement. 

The bills for pipe shipped by the com- 
Teny during the last month will probably 
@rount to more than $20,000). After the 
water Donde were passed and contracts 
for material gvere being let by the board, 
the Dimmick Pipe Company secured the 
contract for supplying pipe and specials. 
This contract was worth about $104,000, 
and the city hag already paid to the com- 
pany something like $35,000 for material 
received. 

Too Hard and Brittle. 

Some of the pipe that has been received 
was characterized by Judge Hillyer as 
foo hard and too brittle. He stated that 
the coating was not at all satisfactory, 
and said further that some of the muins 


hadi been found to be thin on one side 
and thick on the other, showing that the 
core had not been adjusted properly in 
the casting. 

These defects, it seems, were not d's- 
@overed until within the past few days, 
(2nd only when it became necessary to 
cut some of the mains in order to make 
short connections. Luckily none of the 
Pipe which might be in bai condition has 
been laid, and the board wilt not, there- 
fore, te put to the expense of exhuming 
any pipe to ascertain if it is perfectly 
sound. Members of the board considered 
the matter of the gravest importance and 
, Called in City Attorney Mayson during 
the conference. 

This particular matter was brought to 
the attention of the commissioners by 
Judge Hillyer early in the meeting. He 
presented the case 'n the shape of a reso- 
lution, which was promptly adopted as 
soon as the presid2nt bad explained mat- 
ters. 

The names of two capable inspectors 
have been taken under consideration and 
one of them will doubtless be employed 
ir. the next few days. Mombers of the 
ifirm owning the pipe works at Birmine- 
ham were notified by wire of the actiun 
taken, 

Route of Big Pipe Changed. 

During the meeting it was unanimously 
pe to run the new 30-inch malin along 
‘Walton street to Peachtree, down Peach- 
tree to Edgewood avenue, down Edgec- 
‘mood avenue to Gilmer, along Gilmer to 
Butler and up Butler to Vecatuy, The 
wriginal route selected was along Mari- 
etta and Decatur streets, but Superintendc- 
@nt Woodward and Judge Hillyer disecy- 
ered that the business section of these 
streets was s0 honeveombed with sew- 
ers. electric light and telephone conduits 
and gas pipes as to make it practically 
@ physical impossibility to ‘tay the big 
main,

Power Company Expected To File Pe- 
tition Next Monday. 


MUST PAY FOR PRIVILEGE 


Transit Company Gave City Check 
for $50,0%0 To Run Cars Over 
New Bridge. 


At the meeting of council next Monday 
it ig expected that the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company will file an applica- 
tion for permiss‘on to operate its cars 
over the Whitehall street viaduct. The 
company has advertised that it proposed 
to submit such a petition, but so far 
none has been filed with the ¢élerk of 
councfl. 

During the past week or so however, 
the Power company has filed a number 
of petitions for changes in its various 
lines, and these applications are to be 
considered by the street railway com- 
mittee of council. 

Regarding the application to cross the 
new viaduct which the company is ex- 
pected to offer next week, an officer of 
the company stated last night that he 
did not know just what terms would he 
acceptable to his company—whether to 
pay $50,000 down to cover the term of the 
franchise or else give $2,500 a year as 
rental for the privilege, 

It may be remembered that when the 
city granted the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company the right to cross the Whitehall 
street viaduct that company paid into the 
city $58,000 for the privilege as long as 
its franchise existed. At the time the 
city reserved the right to allow any oth- 
er company to go over the viaduct upon 
payment of an amount not less than that 
paid by the Transit company, or else a 
sum each year equivalent to 5 per cent 
interest on $50,000,

TREASURY REPORT IS ISSUED 


Contdins the State’s Receipts and 
Disbursements for the Quarter 
Ending June 30. 

The report of the state treasurer and 
comptroller general, showing the receipts 
and disbursements at the state treasury 
for the quarter ending June 30, 1901, was 
issued yesterday by the executive déepart- 
ment. Following are some of the more 
important items of the report: 

Receipts—Balance in treasury April 1, 
1901, $890,000; back taxes, $7,887.20; divi- 
dends from stocks, $786.50; express com- 
panies’ tax, - $1,064.58; general tax, $106,- 
498.28; hire of convicts, $49,223.47; insur- 
ance fees, $66,022.62; liquor tax, $115,406; 
poll tax, $19,887.40; rental of Western and 
Atlantic railroad, $105,008; sale of North- 
eastern railroad, $1,872.50; temporary 
loan, $198,233.41. ay 

Disbursements—Civil establishment. 
$31.306.25; state sanitarium, $72,783.39; 
prison fund, $30,007; public debt, $251,396.20; 
school warrants, $272,910.33; School of 
Technology, $26,000; buildings at univer- 
sity, $9,000. 

The total receipts for this quarter were 
$1,603 488.55; the total disbursements, $767,- 
307.644. The balance in the treasury on 
June 30 was $836,180.91. 

For a similar time and period last year 
the total receipts were $513,782.14; the total 
disbursements, $520,299.35, the balance in 
the treasury on June 30, 1900, being $495,- 
606.75. This included the temporary loan 
of $198,233.41, effected by the governor. 

The increase in disbursements this year 
over the corresponding period of 1900 is 
explained by the fact that the $251,396.20 
of the public debt, being for bonds and 
interest falling due, was paid during the 


quarter just ended.

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WEATHER BUREAU 


WILL MOYE TODAY 


New (Quarters in Empire Occupied 
This Morning. 


THE FINEST IN U. S. SERVICE 


New Homes on Fourteenth Floor of 
Empire Building. 


MOST ELEVATED OFFICE SITE IN STATE 


No Interruption of Records During 
Removal—Duplicate Machines 
Obviats Lost Time. 


The weather bureau is moving today. 
Its new offices in the Empire building 
have been undergoing preparations for 
the removal for some time past. Early 
this morning the transfer will begin. 

Mr. Marbury, the official in charge, says 
that the new quarters will probably be 
the finest and best equipped in the coun- 
try. Out of 159 stations, of which Atlan- 
ta’s is among the first-class, there will 
not be another in the United States to 
excel it in appointments and equipment. 

The new offices are on the fourteenth 
floor of the Empire and comprise five 
rooms on the Marietta street side, three 
on the front and two on Broad sireet. 
They are very conveniently arranged, 
opening into each other so that the larger 
center office is accessible to all the other 
rooms. The rooms themselves are not as 
large as those formerly occupied in the 
Prudential. 

The outlook is splendid, it being the 
highest point in the city. The large sign, 
“U, §S. Weather Bureau,” on*the upper 
sash of the windows on Marietta street 
is clearly visible across tewn as far as 
the corner of Whitehall and Hunter 
streets. 

While the moving takes place not a 
single second of time,’ a previous news- 
paper statement notwithstanding, will be 
lost in records of the various instru- 
ments. The weather bureau is provided 
with a duplicate set of instruments for 
use in case of accident. Uncle Sam does 
not run any risks. One set will be placed 
and in operation before the other set is 
touched. At a given signal, about noon, 
the duplicate set will: be taken down and 
the accuracy of the records in no wise 
disturbed. Not only will the weather 
continue serenely uncognizant of any offi- 
cial change in the departments, but the 
records as well will be uninterrupted, 

No new equipment will be added to the 
bureau. It is already provided with 
everything necessary. Some very hand- 
some colored relief maps in plaster will 
decorate the walls. Besides the apparatus 
exposed on the roof, the thermometer, 
rain gauge, wind vane, weather vane, 
barometer, ete., there are five delicately 
constructed machines in the office which 
are connected by electricity with the ap- 
paratus on the roof and the action of 
which they recond automatically. The 
bureau provides its own electricity by 
galvanic battery. In the instrument 
room there will be the sunshine recorder, 
the rain gauge, the anemometer, which 
measures the velocity of the wind and 
the anemoscope which measures and re- 
cords directicn, and the barometer. 

There is a special room for the printing 
of the department. Mr. Marbury hopes 
soon to have an automatic self-registering 
thermometer. or telethermograph as the 
instrument is called. This will obviate the 


present necessity of going up on the roof 
in all sorts of weather to take the read- 


ings. 


CHIEF BALL TAKES A’ REST 


Will Leave City Today on Two 
Weeks’ Vacation—Captain Jen- 
nings To Act as Chief. 

Chief Ball will leave the city toda-~ to 
take his two weeks summer vacation. 
He will go to either the seacoast in south

The chief has worked hard and with un- 
remitting zeal since his election last 
spring and he is much in need of rest. 
Before leaving he got the entire depart- 
ment in excellent shape and will turn the 
affairs of police over to Captain Henry 
Jennings, who will ably and efficiently 
take care of the trust reposed in him. 


CITY DETECTIVE SUSPENDED. 


Newport Lanford Laid Off Ten Days. 
Said To Have Slept When on 
Duty. 

City Detective Newport Lanford was 
suspended for ten days last night by 
Chief Ball for sleeping at the police bar- 
racks while detailed for special all-night 

duty. 

The suspension grew out of the killing 
of Maggie Rogers, a negro woman, by 
Henry D. Lyle, a white man, Tuesday 
hight. Detectives Lanford and Kilpatrick 
were on duty for the night at the police 
barracks and it was Kilpatrick’s night to 
sleep, while Lanford was on detail to 
stay awake. Under a new rule in the de- 
partment two detectives remain at the 
police barracks every night. 

When the Rogers murder was commit- 
ted, Captain Jennings notified the detec- 
tives, and he reported to Chief Ball after- 
wards that Detective Lanford was found 
asleep upstairs. Upon that report the 
chief issued his order of suspension. 

Detective Lanford states that he was 
not asleep and that he remained upstairs 
because he thought that was the place 
for him to be, where he could hear the. 
telephones. 

‘Tt is simply the result of a misunder- 
standing,’’ says the detective. ‘“‘I was not 
asleep when I was called, but sitting 
down upstairs.

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POLICE LOOKIN 
FOR HENRY LYLE 


Coroner's. Jun Says He Mur- 
dered Maggie Rogers 


STORY TOLD 10 THE JURY 


Case Is Attracting Considerable At- 
tention on Account of the High 
Family Connections Lyle 
Has in State—Falfled 
To Capture Him. 


The coroner held an inquest over the 
body of Maggie Rogers at 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and the verdict of the 
jury was that the woman came to her 
death from strangulation, and that her 
Slayer was Henry D. Lyle. 

The story of the killing of the negress 
by Lyle, given in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, was read with peculiar interest. 
Lyle belongs to one of the first families 
in north Georgia and he is well-known 
throughout the state. He is handsome 
and well educated and a few years ago 
was looked upon as @ young man of much 
promise. He began to drink and that 
was the beginning of his downfall. 

That such aman should be wanted 
for a murder like this has surprised his 
acquaintances and shocked his relatives 
and friends, although they knew he was 
leading a reckless and dissolute life. 

When Lyle was in the city chaingang, 
serving out a thirty days’ sentence for 
having been caught living with negroes, 
his relatives in Athens wrote to Captain 
Jennings, inclosing $40 with which to 
pay him out. The captain knew that the 
family was not financially able to ex- 
pend money in such a way and he had 
the fine reduced and the young man 
liberated upon his promise to lead a bet- 
ter life. The balance of the money was 
returned to Athens. 

The Woman Had Left Him. 

In his drunken career Lyle had taken 
up with Maggie Rogers and he came to 
Atlanta with her from Macon when he 
was arrested. He had formerly held a 
good position as a railroad man, but lost 
his job on account of dissipation. After 
his arrest the woman left him and went 
to live with her mother at No. 13 Horton 
street. 

On the afternoon before the murder 
Maggie went to a baseball game with a 
negro man. Neighbors have told the po- 
lice that Lyle had been hanging around 
the house and knew of this. 

The night before the crime was com- 
mitted Lyle slipped into the back yard 
of No. 13 Horton street and appeared at 
a window that opened into the room oc- 
cupied by Maggie. The woman’s mother 
overheard him say. to Maggie: 

“If you don’t leave this place tonight 
I swear I will come back and kill you.” 

Maggie cried out: “‘If*you don’t go way 
and let me alone JI will call the police and 
have you arrested again.”’ 

At this Lyle left the yard. 

Kept His Vow To Murder. 

Nothing more was seen of him until 
Tuesday night about 10 o’clock, when 
Lulu Regers, the mother of Maggie, saw 
him rising from his knees, while at his 
feet was the lifeless body of the young 
negress. Out in t dark he had throt- 
tled her to death with his fingers. 

The police were on the scene shortly 
after the crime had been committed and 
they made the most strenuous efforts to 
capture the murderer. Officers on bicycles 
scoured the city in all directions, while 
detectives were detailed to watch all the 
outgoing trains, both passenger and 
freight. Telegrams were sent to neighbor- 
ing cities and towns, giving a description 
of Lyle and asking that he be arrested 
if found. But he escaped and has not 
been heard of. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury yes- 
terday morning makes it more imperative 
than ever that Lyle be caught and fhe 
police are still trying to locate the fugi- 


tive. 
LYLE IS WELL CONNECTED 


Man Charged with Murder of Negro 
Woman Said To Be of a Good 
Family. 

A dispatch to The Constitution from 
Athens states that Henry Lyle, the white 
man charged with choking Maggie 
Rogers, colored, to death Tuesday night, 
eis well connected, his family being pros- 
perous and influential citizens in that 

place. 

Lyle’s description is given in the dis- 
patch a8 a man of about six feet In 
height, weighing 175 pounds, with black 
hair. black mustache, dark complexion 
and dark eyes; also one of his fingers is 
crooked. 

It is stated that Lyle is a desperate 
character and that several homicides are 
attributed to him. He is said to have 
been on the police and detective forces of 
Athens and to have occupied numerous 
and responsible positions on the railroad, 
including engineer, conductor, fireman 
and flagman. 

He is said to have nu™erous friends in 
Athens and it is stated that they claim 
he is dangerous only when drinking. It 
is also said that many of them doubt 
that he is the man who strangled Maggie 
Rogers to death.

COL. A. M. WALLACE DEAD 


AFTER LONG, USEFUL LIFE 


Colonel Alexander M. Wallace passed 
away at 5 o’clock yesterday morning. He 
was one of Atlanta’s pioneer citizens and 
was identified with the early life of the 
city. 

For some ten years he had been suf- 
fering from chronic kidney trouble and 
spent a great part of his time at home. 
His death was entirely unexpected. 
Rising at 5 o’clock in the morning he was 
as bright and cheerful as usual. Fifteen 
minutes later he had ruptured a blood 
vessel and death soon followed. The end 
came peacefully and painlessly. 

Colonel Wallace is descended from a 
long line of distinguished, hardy and en- 
terprising citizens. Way back before the 
revolution his family lived in Pennsyl- 
vania. From there they moved to North 
Carolina and a few years later removed 
to Blount county, east Tennessee. Here 
on March 24, 1822, Alexander Wallace 
was born. He received his education in 
Merivale college and on graduating was 
taken into the office of his father, Gen- 
eral William Wallace, a veteran of the 
Mexican war, who was engaged in the 
merchandise business. This occupation 
was very distasteful to the boy, but after 
several years of experience he liked it 
better. 

In 1847 he removed with his family to 
Dalton, Ga., and in 1855 to Atlanta. Here 
he engaged in the wholesale commission 
business, also accepting the position of 
agent for an insurance company. 

In 1856 he Was elected a member of the 
city council and was made the chairman 
of the finance committee. 

A few years later, when Lincoln was 
elected president, he came to the con- 
clusion that the only honorable action for 
the south to take was secession. To this 
object he bent all his powers and with 
the tenacity of his race persisted in the 
cause. 


When the war commenced he was cap- | 


tain of the Atlanta Grays and he soon 
showed that he could fight as well as 
talk. The Atlanta Grays were not ready 
to go into the field, so he accepted the 
advice of the governor and resigned. 
Then Governor Brown gave him a com- 
mission as captain in the First Georgia. 
Here he proved that he was a fit son of 
his father and shared with the soldiers 
their hardships and struggles. He was 
never a very strong man and the exer- 
cise he took in the war was too violent 
for his physique. This was one of the 
causes of his ill health ever since the 
war. He was severely wounded at Mis- 
sionary ridge, was appointed lieutenant 
colonel in 1862 by President Davis and 
was afterwards promoted to the colo- 
nelcy in 1863 of the Thirty-sixth Georgia. 

By this time his health was completely 
broken down and he was given leave of 
absence to recuperate. 

The career of his two sons, George and 
Charles, was a source of great pride to 
him. George enlisted when he was only 
about 16 years old, Charles was 
made captain before he was 21 for gal- 
lantry on the field. General P. M. 
B. Young was wounded on the field 
and lay under the fire of the enemy. 
Charles brought him off the field at the 
risk of his own life. Botu sons died soon 
after the war. 

When the war was over Colonel Wal- 


lace returned home to find poverty in the 


place of plenty. With the courage of the 
true born southerner he set to work to 
rebuild his fortune. Accepting the posi- 
tion of superintendent of the National 
Express Company he labored zealously 
in their behalf. During the first Cleve- 
land administration he was made collec- 
tor of customs for the port of Atlanta. 
This position he held four years. 


In 1865, partly through his efforts, the 


Georgia State Lottery was organized. 
Henry L. Wilson and James D. Waddell 
were associated with him in this move- 
ment and these three were made the di- 
rectors. At this time the south was very 
poor and the states had no way of edu- 
cating their children. The lottery was 
organized for the purpose of obtaining 
money to give the Masonic children this 
education and afterwards all the chil- 
dren in the city were included. The 
school was located where the Prudential 


building now stands and Colonel Wal- 


lace was never so happy as when in the 
schoolroom. He spent. much of his time 
and money in making the children com- 
fortable. The schools were kept up for 
a series of years till the time came when 
Georgia establisned public sohools and 
then the lottery was discontinued. 

Mr. Wilson, one or the men with whom 
Colonel Wallace was associated in the 
early part of his career, in speaking of 
him said: 

“Hie was deliberate, quiet and cool, a 
small man utterly devoid of fear, a per- 
fect gentleman and before the war a 
prominent merchant.”’ 

His first wife was Miss Octavig Cox. 
He is survived by his second wife, who 
was Miss Fannie Garland Singleton, and 
eight children. They are Mrs. Ss. M. 
Mitchell, of Athens; Mrs. Wallace Mc- 
Pherson, of Nashville; Mrs. Donald Wil- 
son, of Valleytown; Mrs. W. H. Nutting, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. Logan Bleckley, of At- 
lanta; Miss Anne Wallace, Mrs. E. 
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Twitchell, of Cincinnati, and Mr. Alex- 
ander W. Wallace, who is now in the 
army in the Philippines and is displaying 
there the valor which characterized his 
father and grandfather. All of the chil- 
dren have been notified of his death. 

Colonel Wallace was, in his early life, 
a prominent figure in the Presbyterian 
church and when the church was divided 
into two parts he was elected treasurer 
of the Central Presbyterian. His 
funeral takes places today at 10 o’clock 
at his home on Currier street and the In- 
terment will be held at Oakland. The 
pallbearers will be Mr. Robert A. Hemp- 
hill, Mr. Thomas A. Martin, Dr. R. L. 
Palmer, Mr. Hubert L. Culberson, Mr. 
Charles J. Martin and Mr. Walter T. 
Colquitt.

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FAIR MANAGEMENT SEEKS TO 
ENCOURAGE COUNTY EXHIBITS 


Despite the fact that the management 
of the Southern Interstate fair offer un- 
usually flattering inducements in the way 
of handsome cash prizes for collective 
agricultural exhibits by counties, some of 
the richest, counties in the state have 
thus far failed to enter the lists in an 
effort to carry off one or more of the 
premiums. 

This state of affairs has caused con- 
siderable speculation in fair circles as 
to the probable cause of this seeming 
reluctance to make exhibits of county 
products when the fair management has 
done, and is still doing, everything pos- 
sible to interest the people dil over the 
state In this particular matter. 

Many of the counties have already ap- 
plied for space in the agricultural build- 
ing; in fact, more counties will send ex- 
hibits this year than last, but there are 
some of the largest and most productive 


communities yet to be heard from. Some 
of the counties which were expected to be 
among the first to apply for space, but 
which have thus far remained silent on 
the subject, are Spalding, Brooks, Mor- 
gan, Clarke, Oconee. Coweta and Troup. 
The prizes offered for agricultural exhib- 
its by counties are for displays of grains, 
grasses, vegetables, cured meats. fruits | 
and other agricultural or horticultural | 
products by any county in Georgia, Ala- 
bama or South Carolina. The first prize 
is $1,000; the second $500 and the third $300, | 
while $100 is to be given to each county 
making a worthy exhibit, but which did 
not take a premium. 


Will Haul Exhibits Free. 


The other inducements he!d out to coun- 
ties to make exhibits are especially al- 
luring. The railroad companies have 
agreed to bring the exhiibts to the fair 
and return them to the county free of 
freight charges. The, fair management 
had expected that almost every county 
in the state and many in Alabama and 
South Crolina would be represented this 
year. 

In fact, that the matter might be pre- 
sented in a more personal way, the fair 
management commissioned Dr. J. B. 
Hunnicutt, one of the best known author- 
ities on matters agricultural in the south, 
to visit all sections of the state in an 
effort to induce the farmers to pool their 
products and make county exhibits, or 
else make individual exhibits. 

The plan usually adopted is for one man 


that are to make exhibition. 


in the county to take charge of the ex,+ 
hibit. His neighbors contribgite the vari- 
ous products that are to compose the ex- 
hibit and he assumes all the work of 
presenting it to the visitors to the fair. 
Sometimes two or three men in a county 
will undertake this work, and again there 
are regularly organized agricultural 
clubs in some of the counties that pres 
pare the county exhibit. 

The fair management is very much in- 
terested in the clubs that have been 
formed in the various agricultural sec; 
tions. and seeks to encourage these organ, 
izations to make the exhibits on behalf of 
the counties that they represent. I 
each instance those who take charge o 
the exhibits are the ones who come in for 
any prizes that may be captured. 

The @ir at Savannah, which opens 
about ten days after the one in Atianta 
closes, offers even larger ‘prizes for ri- 
cultural exhibits by counties. The first 
prize at Savdnnah is $1,000, and under 
the present state of affairs it would be 
possible for a county which had won the 
first prize of $1,000 at Atlanta to take 
the same exhibit to Savannah and take 
the first premium there, thus winning 
$2,500 on one exhibit. 


Secretary Martin Talks. 


The railroad companies have agreed to 
take the county exhibits from Atlanta to 
the Savannah fair without cost, so that 
counties making these exhibits would noj 
be put to any expense whatever. 

“It is a remarkable thing,” said Secre, 
tary Martin yesterday, ‘‘that with all these 
inducements there are not more counties 
Of course, 
others’ may apply for space within the 
next few weeks, but I had thought all 
along that nearly every county would be 
represented on the list of the exhibitors 
long before this time. 

‘“‘Exhibitors in other lines have to pay 
the fair management for the privilege o 
exhibiting. while the fair offers splendi 
inducements to the counties to put thelr 
products before the people. There are @ 
large number of people who attend thg 
fair who are home-seekers. A good couneé 
ty exhibit would prove afine advertisemen? 
for that county, and might be instruy 
mental in drawing many new people t¢ 
that community. In fact, the benefits t 
be derived from a worthy exposition o 
the products of a county cannot be esti. 
mated. « 

“This one point strikes me as being ay 
especially good argument why more couns 
ty exhibits should be made. They give 
the widest possible publicity to the capas 
bilities of that county to yield an income 
to an industrious farmer, and there are6 
thousands of people who come to this 
state every year looking for just such op- 
portunities. Many of them would not gé 
to other states if they could be brought 
face to face with the silent but effective 
argument which a good exhibit of agri- 
cultural products would make.”

LODGERS GO 


ON STRIKE FOR BREAD, 
TOWELS AND ICE WATER 


‘One of the most unique strikes that 
ever went down on the records of social 
economy occurred in Atlanta yesterday 
morning when the boarders at the Sal- 
vation Army 10-cent lodging house struck 
for more water, fresh bread and clean 
towels. 

The strike 2might not have attracted 
much attention if the police had not been 
called in to suppress an incipient riot. 

When the police arrived on the scene, 
which is upstairs over a store on De- 
catur, near Ivy street, a man was found 
who had led the strike and he had not 
only struck for watef; bread and towels, 
but he had struck the ‘“sergeant-in- 
charge.” 

The strike leader, 8 N. Buchanan, for- 
merly of Charlotte, N. C., was arrested 
and locked up. 

Yesterday afternoon Acting Recorder 
Welch, the second ward alderman, had 
Buchanan arraigned before him and in- 
chientally the whole 10-cent lodging house 
strike came out. 

Sergeant-in-charge J. W. Gilbert told 
about how Buchanan had started a fight 
at the lodging house. 

“The truth is, your honor,” stated the 
sergeant-in-charge, “this man Buchanan 
came to our place and raised a row 
about towels, bread and ice water just 
as if we were running tlie Kimball house. 
He was drinking and he went off and 
drank some more. The last time he came 
back he turned into a bed with his clothes 
and shoes on and neglected to pay his 10 
cents. I told him it was against the 
rules to sleep without undressing and at 
the same time reminded him of his fail- 
ure to pay his board bill in advance. He 
got mad and jumping up, hit me in the 
face. He was about to follow up the 
blow with something similar and I re- 
treated and got a policeman for rein- 
forcements.’’ 

Buchanan’s Sad Complaint. 

The prisoner calmly and patiently 
waited until the sergeant-in-charge had 
finished his narrative, and then he un- 
folded a bit of manuscript which was a

trifle soiled, but striking in its diction 
and pathetic in its plaint. : 

The following, bad spelling and all, ts 
what Buchanan read and it was the 
foundation, so he stated, for the strike in 
the 10-cent lodging house: 

“To The Charitable Public: We as. hab- 
bitues of the so-called “Working Man’s 
Home’ or Salvation Army Hotel, as they 
cali it; want to make this our humble 


protest in the interest of charity and for 
the protection of those who give to the 
support of this said Working Men's 
Home. We have been for four days de- 
prived of the use of water. Sunday, Au- 
gust 11, we could not get a drink of 
water in the House, but had to go to the 
nearby places and ask for it. There is a 
good Christian woman of the town, we 
don’t give her name for obvious reasons, 
who sends nice bread and clean towels 
to the House once a day‘for the use of 
the inmates, which bread and clean tow- 
els is kept back for the use of the offi- 
cers and the bread that is given to us is 
several days old and musty, and the 
towels are second-handed. If a poor un- 
fortunate who is addicted to drink comes 
in he is treated like a convict and not 
like a man, who is paying for his lodging 
in a so-called Christian Home. These 
facts are true and we are looked upon as 
beasts. When charity is given for the 
benefit of us unfortunate, but honest 
citizens we think we should have some 
of the benefits and the Salvation Army 
not get it all.

“Ss. N. BUCHANAN AND OTHERS.” 

The sergeant-in-charge denied the 
whole allegation by the leader of the 
10-cent lodgers’ strike and branded it as 
false. 

The acting recorder said he couldn't 
understand what a man full of liquor 
like Buchanan was, wanted with water, 
and under such circumstances any old 
towel ought to do. 

‘“T will have to fine Mr. Buchanan 
$5.75,"" announced the acting recorder, 
“and I absolve the 10-cent lodging 
house from any of the allegations he has 
made. Charity does not run a first-class 
hotel free for deadbeats and bums and 
does not intend to support whisky bloats 
and sots. The strike at the 10-cent lodg- 
ing house is declared off.’’ 


The leader of the strike is working two 
weeks in the city chaingang.

CHAIRMAN KONTZ COAXES 
HIS COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


Councilman Kontz has decided to offer 
Special inducements to members of the 
ordinance, police and sanitary committees 
to attend a joint meeting which has been 
scheduled for Saturday morning at 10 
o'clock. 

On all the notices which were sent to 
members of the three committees last 
evening notifying them of the time of the 
meeting, the word “refreshments” was 
Written across the body of the postal in 
the bold but graceful handwriting of Rob- 
ert Ware Grasty, secretary to the mayor. 

It was at Judge Kontz’s express order 
that this magic word was traced on the 
notification card, and although the coun- 
cilman from the sixth declined to go into 
details as to its significance, he admitted 
that those who do attend the meeting will 
have po reason to regret it. This may 
mean a bucket of red lemonade for the 
thirsty ones (Judge Kontz could never be 
induced to make it anything stronger), 
or an appetizing luncheon at one of the 
several restaurants in the almost imme- 
diate neighborhood of the city hall. 

All this, of course, is but a preface to 
the real problem which has, on two occa- 
sions, confronted the chairman of the 
ordinance committee. In brief, it is this: 
On Tuesday afternoon a joint meeting of 
the three committees was to have been 
held for the purpage of considering the 
various matters referred to them by 
council. 

At the appointed time no quorum of 
members was in evidence and the meeting 
was called off with the understanding 
that it would be held yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. But that meeting suffered 
the fate of the first. Only one or two 
members came down to the city hall, and 
after waiting for more than haif an hour 
in the vain hope that some of the tardy 
ones would appear, Judge Kontz was 
again forced to set another time and day 
for the meeting. 

Matters To Be Considered. 

Among the matters that are to be acted 
upon by the committees are the following 
resolutions: 

The resolution by Councilman Kontz, 
seeking to force the different railroads 
running into the city to build separate 
depots; the resolution by the same coun- 
cilman which seeks to prevent the lives 
of franchises from being extended until 
during the expiring year of the grant. 

The resolution by Councilman Grady 
providing that the city charter be amend- 
ed so that the recorder may have author- 
ity to sentence persons guilty of breaking 
city ordinances to the public works for 
ninety days instead of thirty days; the 
resolution by Councilman Garrett provid- 
ing that a plate containing the names of 
the mayor and bridge committees of 1900 
and 1901 be placed in a conspicuous posi- 
tion on the Whitehall street viaduct. 

The resolution by Councilman Grady 
seeking to abolish all the city boards; 
Councilman Barrett's ordinance providing 
that profesional child actors under four- 
teen years of age be not allowed to per- 
form in Atlanta; the ordinance by Coun- 
ellman Garrett providing that the elec- 
tion of the chief of police be taken out of 
the hands of the police board and trans- 
ferred to council, and that the chief have 
equal authority with any. member of the 


police board. 

There are several other matters which 
will be considered by the committees if 
they should ever have a meeting.

| Notwitheten4iig “ic consiant cumplaint 
made by, that contingent of the lords 
of creation who call themselves ‘‘conser- 
vative,”’ against what they call the for- 
wardness of today’s woman, she is 
brought forward in spite of her self. One 
cannot glance over a magazine or paper 
without being impressed by the conspicu- 
ous position given woman in it. Her 
‘picture appears frequently against her 
will, and not content with having her 
“written up’’ in the woman's department, 
no important current topic arises that a 
woman's view of the question is not called 
for, and from the all-important political 
issues of the country to the most ap- 
proved fashion of wearing the hair, wo- 
man's opinion is sought for. 

Indeed, so conspicuous is man himself 
making woman and so great a factor is 
he regarding her in public life, we find 
the thinking men and educators of the 
country turning from their studios and li- 
braries and laboratories to discuss every 
phase of woman's education. 

At the summer school of Clark univer- 
sity, near Worcester, Mass., Professor 
Stanley J. Hall, who made the leading ad- 
dress of the session, selected as hig theme 
“The Education of Women.” According 
to a report in Collier's Weekly relative 
to the address— 

“Dr.- Hall especially concerns himself 
about the education that girls get in 
colleges. He has studied statistics in the 
effort to find out about the health of 
the college women, and what percentage 
of them mbkrry; an4 though the statistics 
he quoted are not conclusive nor es;¢ecial- 
ly convincing, as far as they go they make 

somewhat for disquletude. Dr. Hall 
himself did not seem to trust them, but 
the gist of the agures he quoted was that 
less than half of the college women had 
good health; that less than a third of 
-them married: that those who married 
married late and had too few children, 
and of*those few lost far too many in in- 
fancy.. Statistics, or observation, or 
something had led him to conclude that the 
current higher education was of little use 
‘in training mothers. ‘Woman's colleges,’ 
he said, ‘have done little or nothing for 

6 proper education of women... . While 

sympathize with ae claims of women, 
and yleld to no one in admiration of 
their work in the colleges, it looks as if 
‘the colleves were training for independ- 
‘ence and support and cefibacy—mother- 
heod-to take care of itself.’ 

“He doesn’t believe in that. Bookish- 
ness, 7 says, is a bad sign in a girl. ‘We 
must educate chiefly for motherhood. Co- 
‘education should cease at dawn of ado- 
lescence. The present civilization i 
harder on woman, who is less adapte 
to the world, than on men. We must 
also recognize that riches are harder 
on her than poverty.’ Such things he as- 
gerts, @n on to give his ideag about 
what'a college ‘for fir s ought to be; how 
its first aim should be healfh: how it 
should be a place of cottage homes, not 
too far from a city, with pets, gardening 
plenty of out-door exercise, and plenty of 
time for it; a place where ‘regularit 
should be exercised, idleness cultivate 
and revery provided for in every way. 
And he would have the students learn 
religion, rudiment mathematics and 
physics, a little chemisty, and a good deal 
of botany, but would take care not to 
have them oppressed by books. Think 
of a college president ene such a pre- 
ecription as that! A.ter all, though, it 

has been related that President ENot once 
‘wanted to know why a woman who could 
‘have a musical education should not 
w an~ other kind. Men whose esti- 
mate of women is based on other facts 
than what the said women may have 
learned out of books in their girlhood, 
geem not always to be less wise than 
other men, nor are the women whom they 
admire apt to be inferior women.”

FURNITURE TO FOLLOW sooW 


Thought Building Will Be Ready by 
September 2—Old Court House 
Work Progresse¢s. 


The work of furnishing the new court 


“house annex is in progress and will be 


pushed? to completion in order that the 
building may be ready for occupancy by 
the opening of the fall term of the courts 
on September 2. It ie thaught the build- 
ing will be ready for the courts by that 
time. 

Carpets have already been placed on the 
floors of the private rooms and chambers 
of Tudges Lumpkin and Reid. The floors 
of the private room and chambers of 
Judge Calhoun and the floors of the three 
court rooms are also to be carpeted. 

As soon as the carpets are laid the fur- 
niture wil] be placed in the building.
